It  bad  eulj  Miend  into  the  plan  of  the  preaeiil  w^^ 
it  Aould  inolnde,  inlQBe  manner  at  the  yeniam  anccnading 
l>ndale,lha  earlier  New  Taatament  of  Widif;  and  Oat  thai 
Iha  whole  irauU  moie  lilBn%  exhibit  the  fhiitao^ 
tira bbooiB of^ die AntoJames trandalon.    Butdiedfajeo- 
IJBM  diafiiiitf  wiiirijr  ■lining  up,  aoon  aatirfed  die  editor^  that 
ttii  wae  a  haaty  though    Wiclif  is,  in  the  first  place,  profiw* 
aadly  but  a  tninalatinn  fifom  the  Latin  Vulgate,  not  firom  thel 
Greek ;  and  it  would  not  be  eaqr  diereibre  to  aay ,  why  it  ahouldA 
have  bero  a  place,  ratber  dnn  the  Bbemisb  New  Teatament" 
of  1562.    Then,  the  remote  mi  of  the  work  [A.  D.  1880], 
made  in  the  rude  and  changing  state  of  the  language,  renders 
a  GkMsary  to  most  readers  indispensable ;  an  appendage,  to 
be  sure,  provided  without  much  pains,  were  this  the  most  se- 
lious  difficulty.    But  the  versicMis  of  the  sixteenth  century  are 
bittogetber  by  a  coiPimim^vtactiZiisi  of  structure  and  diction; 
•nd  this,  as  was  just  implied,  does  not  run  back  for  an  hundred 
ind  fifty  years.    Less  than  an  half-century  elapsed  from  the 
timeof  Tyndale^s  version  to  the  last  of  those  contained  in  this 
voriL  [The  Bishops*] ;  and  of  the  generation  which  called  for 
either,  no  small  part,  it  is  natural  to  tbink«continued  long 
enough  to  welcome  its  immediate  successor.  ^They  were,  in 
kt,  not  80  much  new  versions  as  revisions  of  one  another; 
■nd  this,  so  true  of  them,  is  emphatically  true  of  that  of  king 
Junes;  though,  as  to  qualities  not  denied  it,  so  ofien  and 
.  HiUDgely  admired,  like-— if  it  be  not  rather  unlike — the  bird  in 
the  &ble,  for  borrowed  plumage,  and  praised,  as  if  an  inde- 
pendent translation,  for  virtues  not  its  own.  '.  The  foregoing 
objection  gives  birth  to  yet  another : — ^had  'i^  the  variationb 
of  Wklif  been  faithfully  recognized,  the  contents  of  the  mar- 
giOf  as  it  is,  of  an  unwished-for  extent,  would  have  doubtless 


been  doubled.  It  ia  [daiii,  Aiat  the  woik  of  the  old  Englk 
Tefoimer,  to  receive  either  due  hooour  or  justice,  should  1 
given  to  the  public  b^  itself  alone ;  and  this,  alaa,  will  loq 
remain  a  desideratum. 

As  to  the  other  vermons  leferred  to,  the  £ditor  fond^ 
believes,  that  by  die  •cheme  of  compTehecnon  pursued,  dx 
re-priot  of  Tyndale  with  ns,  BcquiraB  ■  pecnliar  and  eohancad 
ndue  over  the  English  work.  To  Tyndale  himself,  the  oa 
tnl  poeition  is  given,  which  ia  rigbtfitUy  his,  as  the  pioneer  ii 
taae,  as  a  martyr  to  bia  enterprise,  and  as  the  only  truly  inde 
pendent  translator ;  while  the  rest  take  their  humble  places  a 
satellites.  Their  eaeenlial  vaiiationB  being  given  as  margin! 
readings,acompleteTAKioHnM  edition  of  the  Early  Vemactda 
vereiooB  is  produced ;  the  remarkaUe  co-iDcidence  of  wbid 
in  their  general  frame-work,  (as  the  few  familiar  with  then 
well  know)  at  once  suggests  and  assists  this  mode  of  condeii 
lation.  Their  occasional  discrepancies  are  all  which  it  is  wort 
the  pains  to  select ;  but  by  this  simple  method  some  half-doze 
versiMis  are  in  effect  and  to  all  practical  purpose,  embodie 
at  the  expense  of  no  very  serious  enlargement  of  the  volume

inmax  iulanoa  to  look  at  the  neultB,  we  are  well-nig^' 
Imaftad  to  ■opeet  that  m  oar  molfaer^toiigQe  at  kaat,  the 
ieriM  of  biblical  tianalalioo  has,  Iqr  aotoe  chance,  been  mfeitod. 

It  may  be  thoo^tbat  at  to  Tyndale'staitftheaimpWdiity 
hat  bean  left  to  the  Editor  of  guarding  ita  integrity  through 
hapif  But  it  haa  not  therefore  been  always  aimple,  if  by 
ifliiple  we  mean  dear.  While  the  roices  of  antiquarians  and 
fities  nnito  in  the  hi^^ieBt  eulogium  on  the  venion  itself,  it  is 
oC  to  be  disguised,  that  as  to  its  mechanical  part,  every  page 
I  inslamppd  with  the  maiin  oi  haste.  The  haraawd  life  of  ■ 
a  imlbitonato  author  is  made  present  to  our  thoughts ;  and 
ney  painta,  without  efSnrt,  the  bloodhounds  of  a  merciless 
bmch  tracking  his  footsteps.  Broken  in  upon  in  the  midst  of 
le  drudgery  of  the  press  in  one  city,  he  gathers  up  his  frag- 
nents  in  what  condition  he  may,  and  flees  to  another  to  com- 
pete his  interrupted  labours.  With  this  in  full  remembrance, 
be  orthography  so  curiously  varying,  even  in  the  same  para- 
;raph  or  sentence,  from  itself,  the  confounding  of  distinct 
rorda  through  a  single  misplaced  letter,  the  withholding  or 
estowment  of  capitals  ad  libitum^  as  it  were,  the  unsightly 
xchange  of  the  leading  vowels  as  initial  letters  [as  o  for  a 
to.],  and  the  seeming  disdain  of  rule  throughout — all  find  a 
»iompt  solution.  The  first  impression  on  the  reader  however, 
I  likely  to  be  that  of  a  book  overrun  with  errora ;  and  of  this  the 
Hiblishers  desire  to  disabuse  him  in  advance.  Yet  the  Editor 
es  ventured  to  meddle  with  this  deformity  but  in  the  most 
elpable  cases ;  well  understanding  to  how  many  even  these 
iemishes  are  precious.  His  apology  for  doing  so  at  all  is, 
bat  indubitebly  it  is  sometimes  needed.  But  the  English 
ublisher  has  strangely  and  inexcusably  enough  lefl  him  to 
oojecture  where.  He  undertook  (in  all  honesty,  doubtless)  to 
^ve  an  ejuict  fact-simile  of  the  First  edition  of  Tyndole.  But 
lough  no  immaculate  specimen  of  typography  has  yet  been 
sown,  and  few  works,  since  the  Art  began,  have  called  with 
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such  peculiar  propriety  for  a  Table  of  Errata,  that  appendage* 
is  no  where  found.  The  edkors  of  Re-prints  in  foreign  lands 
have  therefore  to  discriminate  as  they  can,  between  its  negl^ 
gences  as  first  given  to  the  worid,  and  the  errors  superinduced, 
beyond  doubt,  in  its  late  revival  by  Mr.  Bagster. 

In  the  notation  of  Various  Readings  from  the  veisions  here 
embraced,  infra  Uneam^  regard  has  in  the  main  been  bad  only 
to  essential  differences,  L  e.  to  difference  in  sense :  to  have 
extended  it  to  particles  and  phrases,  except  when  these  had 
a  bearing  on  the  whole  texture  of  the  verse,  would  have  been 
tedious  to  the  collator,  unasked  for  by  readers,  and  encumber* 
ing  to  the  woi^  The  above  rule  was  not  indeed  rigorously 
observed.  Even  verbal  changes  deserve  a  place,  when  curi* 
osity  might  be  amused  by  the  recovery  of  some  fhst-fading 
word,  or  the  ceaseless  current  of  the  language  illustrated  by 
another  in  a  novel  sense.  Especially  was  it  the  wish,  that  the 
relative  sources  of  the  Version  in  common  use  might  be  obvious 
to  all ;  and  words  and  clauses,  not  of  much  moment  perhaps 
but  as  found  in  this,  have  been  pointed  out,  when  they  might 
be  traced  to  either  of  the  eariier  works,  in  particular.  Of  the 
class  of  various  readings,  there  is  a  considerable  number, 
which  recur  so  often,  that,  to  avoid  their  needless  repetitioD, 
it  was  thought  best,  to  give  them  once  for  all  in  a  Tabular 
List  with  the  answering  expressions  of  Tyndale.  This  list 
will  be  found  among  the  last  of  the  preliminary  pages,  and  the 
examples  in  question  will  not,  except  in  a  few  instances  of  ac- 
cidental insertion,  be  met  with  in  the  margin. 

There  are  some  readers,  it  is  not  unlikely,  who  will  need 
instructions  towards  the  profitable  use  of  the  Notes.  The 
citations,  as  all  know,  stand  in  lieu  of  the  words  following  the 
same  numbera  in  the  text  They  are  extended  (whenever 
the  case  would  permit,)  until  the  versions  above  and  below 
agBun  meet :  where  this  was  inconvenient,  the  ordinary  rules  of 
grammar  and  syntax,  it  is  hoped,  will  make  it  clear  how  far  the 
marginal  substitute  is  to  run,  at  the  first  glance,  or  on  a  slight 
comparison.    The  meaning  may  occasionally  not  be  so  clear

The  reference  pott  [L  e.  after- 
auik]  ngpifiea  that  die  authority  before  it,  repeats  the  qieci- 
fiaieipmBioo  onoe  or  oftener  again  in  the  chapter,  if  in  an- 
iwer  Id  the  same  word  inthe  list  Numerical  reference,  it 
vili  be  observed,  is  often  made  to  verses  in  advance ;  for 
ik^gb  this  was  the  distinction  of  a  later  day,  no  other  sure, 
ttd  yet  brief^  designation  could  be  thought  of  for  examples 
ametimes  distant ;  and  it  was  taken  for  granted,  that  in  pe- 
naiiig  this  book,  the  comnKm  Bible  would  be  readily  at  hand. 
The  Memoir  of  Ty^dale  which  follows,  is,  in  substance, 
dat  by  Mr.  Odor,  recenUy  issued  in  England.  But  it  con- 
(aoed  so  much  that  was  redundant  in  the  way  of  reflection 
todooomient  as  to  interfese-  with  the  prescribed  limits  to  this 
mdertaking,  already  so  far  expanded ;  and  when  its  tone  of 
pnfttdice  and  aq>erity  towards  Sir  Thomas  More  and  the  dom- 
■ut  fidth,  its  oocasioiial  cloudiness  of  style  and  looeeness  of 
MMement,  with  its  slender  claims  on  the  whole,  as  a  piece  of 
kiography,  all  were  considered,  it  was  thought  best  to  recast 
in  nat^ials  anew.  This  acknowledgment  was  due  both 
to  die  public  and  die  English  biogiapher ;  as  die  foUowing 
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It  could  not,  in  propriety,  be  inscribed  wilh  his  niune, 
though  any  oilier  would  be  still  less  appropriate. 

They  who  have  sometimeaasked  the  sage  question, — Where 
is  the  utililn  of  a  work  like  the  present,  have  had  their  ai>- 
awer,  we  trust,  in  some  things  that  have  been  advanced. 
We  should  not  very  sanguinely  refer  them,  if  still  unsatislieil, 
to  the  contents  of  the  volume  itself.  Let  it  be  asked  in  rcluro, 
(if  this  be  not  equally  a  problem  to  those  concerned),  What 
is  the  use  of  any  modern  tranalation,  having  the  impress  of 
research, ability  and  taste.'  The  first  fruits  of  the  biblical  learn- 
ing of  our  own  tongue,  we  "  may  not  willingly" — and  cannot 
creditably — ''  let  die."  But  this,  not — as  some  strangely  con- 
ceive— that  they  may  be  embalmed  as  curiosities,  but  con- 
verted to  practical  ends  ;  as  landmarks  to  denote  the  progrest 
of  the  language,  bb  lights  to  illustrate  the  oracles  of  truth. 
That  with  the  smile  of  Him,  whose  caaic  and  kingdom  it  seeks 
to  serve,  such  will  be  the  results  of  this  enterprise,  the  editor 
nothing  doubts :  and  in  that  perBuasion,  dismisses  it  with  thfe 
cheering  sense  of  having  been  the  humble  instrument  of  dif- 
fusing, in  a  new — or,  rather — long-lost  form,  so  just  an  im-

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entered  as  a  student  at  Cambridge)  where  he  is  said  to  have 
again  taken  a  degree.  Here  he  foormed  a  lasting  friendship 
with  John  Frith,  his  junior  in  years,  but  of  eminent  attain- 
ments, deep  piety,  amiable  and  unassuming  manners,  and 
withal  a  zealous  reformer.  Tyndale  was  oidained  at  the 
conventual  church  of  the  priory  of  St  Bartholomew  in  Smid»i 
field,  on  the  eleventh  of  March,  1502,  by  Thomas,  snffiagtfi 
Bishop  of  Pavaden,  by  authority  of  William  Warham,  Bishop 
of  London,  and  was  set  apart  as  priest  to  the  nnDaery  of  Lamb^ 
ley,  in  the  diocese  of  Carlisle.  He  took  the  vows  and  be- 
came  a  friar  in  the  monastery  at  Grreenwich  in  1508. 

The  Rev.  R.  H.  Barham  of  St  PauPs  has  happened  to 
light  upon  a  memorandum  in  Latin,  of  some  interest  in  this 
connexion.  On  the  tide-page  of  the  ^^  Sermones  de  Herolt,^ 
a  small  folio,  1495,  in  the  Cathedral  library,  is  inscribed  : — 
'^  Charitably  pray  for  the  soul  of  John  Tyndale,  who  gave 
this  book  to  the  monastery  of  Greenwich  of  the  observance 
of  the  minor  brothers,  on  the  day  that  brother  William,  his 
son,  made  his  profession,  in  the  year  1506.^' 

To  this  period  of  bis  life,  an  allusion  b  fbund  in  the  pre- 
face to  his  ^  Parable  of  the  Wicked  Mammon,  May,  1528  :^ 
^^  A  year  before  came  one  Jerome  a  brother  of  Greenwich 
also^  through  Worms  to  Argentine,  saying  that  he  intended 
to  get  his  living  with  his  hands,  and  to  live  no  longer  idly, 
and  of  the  sweat  and  labour  of  those  captives  which  they  had 
taught  not  to  believe  in  Christ,  but  in  cut  shoes  and  russet 
coats.**' 

For  some  years  previous  to  taking  the  vows,  Tjmdale  not 
only  had  read  the  holy  oracles  to  his  fellow  students,  but  by 
presenting  in  an  Enf^irii  garb  sundry  portions  of  the  Nen 
Testament,*  evinced  his  eariy  zeal  for  that  sort  of  enterprise

W.  TJ*  How  long  Tjrndale  continaed  with 
the  Greenwich  conunomty,  ia  left  in  uncertainlg^. 

Setuniing  to  his  native  country  he  eiehanged  Ae  life  of  a  friar 
tor  that  of  tutor  and  chaplain  in  the  femily  of  Sir  John  Welch,  a 
knight  of  GkiDoeitefahire,  whose  liberal  lable  was  sura  to  pro- 
cure him  tfie  frequent  visitB  of  the  neighboring  prelates  and 
clergy.  *  lAither  having  now  becoroef  from  his  bold  defiance 
of  the  Pope,  the  one-absorbing  topic,  the  chaplain  was  some- 
times betrayed  into  dispute  with  his  patron^s  gueste^  on  the 
new  heresy ;  when,  mortified  at  the  ignorance  of  his  authoriz- 
ed guides,  he  warmly  urged  the  study  of  the  New  Testament 
This  led  them,  in  Fuller^s  witty  phrase,  to  prefer  resigning 
Squire  Welches  good  cheer,  rather  than  to  have  the  sour 
sauce  of  Master  Tyndale's  company.  I  His  lady,  who  passed 
as  a  sensible  woman,  felt  hurt  when  she  saw  the  great  men, 
she  had  been  brought  up  to  venerate,  bafiled  in  the  discussion, 
and  asked  Sir  William  Tyndale,*  if  it  was  likely  that  she 
could  prefer  his  judgment  to  that  of  such  wealthy  prelates. 
He  was  wise  enough  to  forbear  reply  to  a  temper  already 
evidently  rufiled.  Socm  after  however  having  translated 
*^  Erasmuses  Enchiridion,'^  he  dediealed  the  manuscript  to  Sir 

imitation  of  Mme  ancient  miwal.  His  initials  W.  T.  oeeor  in  BMHiy 
places,  sad  on  two  of  the  ornamental  pillars  he  has  plaoed  the  date, 
1508 ;  the  eaptel  of  one  having  an  inscription  preceoiBf  Ih^  date, — 
Tmm  Tmsts,  1&08.

But  though  finnly  seated  anew  in  iheii 
regard,  the  hostility  of  the  beneficed  clergy  bad  heen  arotset), 
which  could  be  quieted  only  by  a  citation  to  appear  befort 
the  ordiuary.  With  a  deep  sense  of  his  danger,  it  was  his 
fervent  prayer  on  the  way,  that  God  would  strenglhcn  him  to 
contend  firmly,  at  all  hazards,  for  ihc  truth  of  hb  word.  His 
persecutors  had  assembled  strong ;  but  whether  from  the  in- 
fluence of  his  prolcciing  knight,  or  the  secret  providence  of 
God,  their  courage  failed,  and  he  esenpcd  without  accu-satioii. 
I     The  ordinary  however  "  rated  him  like  a  dog." 

Tyndale,  soon  after  this,  consulting  an  old  doctor,  who  had 
been  chancellor  to  a  bishop,  he  privately  told  him,  ihat,  in 
his  opinion,  the  Pope  was  antichrist,  but  advised  him  by  no 
means  to  avow  any  sentiment  of  the  kind,  as  it  would  be  at 
the  peril  of  his  life.  The  caution  however  was  little  suited  to 
a  nature  like  bis ;  for  being  in  company  with  a  popish  divine, 
he  argued  so  conclusively  in  favor  of  a  vernacular  translation 
of  the  Bible,  that  the  divine,  unable  to  answer  him,  exclaim- 
ed, "  We  had  better  he  without  God's  laws  than  the  Pope's."

To 
in  Tyndale  pmonlad.iP  oratioB  e£.]neiates  which  he  had 
ramhlfid  into  EngliA»  Irarting  for  his  tuocen  mainly  to  thit 
Tidenoi,^  his  Greek  dioiarriup ;  ^  but  thouf^  suing  fer 
imaelf  iafws  tongues,  both  proved  inelfecUial;  the  Bishop 
fttuming  thai  he  had  more  abreoiy  Hum  he  could  weU  s^m- 
ita.^  Upon  this  disappointinent  he  found  an  asylum  in  the 
ouse  of  Humphrey  Monmouth,  a  worthy  alderman,. with 
'hem  he  lived  about  half  of  the  year  1523. 

When  a  few  years  afier,  Monmouth  was  sent  to  the  Tower 
a  su^Mcion  of  heresy,  this  service  to  Tyndale  was  the  heaviest 
ount  in  his  indictroent.  His  memorial  to  the  lord  legate  and 
le  privy  council,  witnessed  by  Bishop  Tonstall,  are  with  the 
riginai  articles,  in  the  Harleiaa  collection  of  State  Papers, 
[r.  Offer  says,  that  he  did  not  examine  these  documents  with> 
jt  some  uneasy  concern  for  the  honour  and  character  of  Men* 
louth.  A  wealthy  London  merchant  committed  to  such  a 
ison,  and  on  so  heinous  a  charge,  with  all  the  terrors  of 
nfiscation,  torture  and  death  before  him ; — how  strong  the 
mptation  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  even  a  baseless  calumny 
gainst  a  poor  and  then  exiled  friar  I    It  is  therefore  a  relief 

the  reader  to  see  him  coming  out  from  the  ordeal  unblem- 
led.  His  account  of  his  first  acquaintance  with  his  guest, 
d  nf  his  domestic  habiti  are  detailed  with  all  simplicity, 
d  cannot  be  read  without  amusement,  though  not  unmingled, 
lely,  with  a  better  feeling.  **  Upon  iiij  years  and  a  half 
rt,  and  more,  I  horde  the  foresaid  Sir^Wiiiiam  preache  $ 

iij  aeimondes,  at  St  Dunstones  in  the  weste,  in  London, 
1  after  that  I  chaunced  to  meet  with  him,  and  with  com*

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munycation  I  exsmyned  hifi  what  lyving  he  had,  he  said, 
none  at  all,  but  ho  iruated  to  be  with  my  lord  of  London  in 
his  service,  and  therefore  I  had  the  better  faniasyc  to  him. 
And  afterwarde  he  went  to  my  lorde  and  spake  to  him,  as  be 
■  tolde  me,  and  my  lorde  of  Lcmdon  answered  him  that  ho  had 
Chaplaincs  inoughe,  and  he  said  to  him  that  he  would  have  no 
more  at  (hat  time,  and  90  the  priest  cente  to  me  againe,  and 
besought  mc  to  heipe  him,  and  so  I  toke  him  in  my  house 
half  a  year,  and  there  he  lived  like  a  good  priest  &s  me  thought, 
he  studyed  mosle  parte  of  the  daye  and  of  the  nyght  at  his 
booke,  and  lie  woulde  eat  but  sodden  mcatc  by  his  good  will, 
nor  driuke  but  small  single  beer  ;  I  never  saw  him  were  lyneo 
about  him  in  the  space  he  was  with  me  ;  1  did  promyso  him 
ten  pounds  aterllDg  to  pmie  for  my  father,  mother,  there 
sowlcs,*  and  all  christen  sowles.  I  did  paie  yl  him  when  he 
made  his  cxchang  to  Hamboro'.  When  I  hard  my  lord  of 
London  preache  at  Powles  Crosse  that  Sir  William  Tyndall 
had  translated  the  New  Testament  in  Englishe,  and  was 
nmightely  translated,  thai  was  the  firel  tyme  that  ever  1  sus- 
pected or  knewc  any  evill  by  him,  and  shortly  all  the  letters 
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graal  ofiiament  to  the  city,  of  good  wealth,  and  great  charity ; 
he  coDtribated  largely  to  the  printuDg  of  the  New  Testament 
and  other  pious  books  against  the  errors  of  Rome.  By  his 
will,  he  appointed  Latimer,  Begnes,  and  two  other  gospellers 
ID  preach  thirty  sermons  at  his  parish  church,  which  he 
thought  would  do  moce  good  than  so  many  masses  said  for 
the  repose  of  his  soul ;  and  he  forbade  the  ordinary  supersti- 
tioos  of  candles  and  singing  dirlge,  and  ringing  of  bells  at  his 
fimeral.*

Before  the  close  of  the  year  1523,  Tyndale  became  a  vol- 
iiutury  exile  from  his  native  land — and  which  he  was  never 
more  to  revisit ; — having  soiisficd  liimaelf  that  no  where  with- 
in its  limits  was  he  likely  !o  bring  hb  labors  to  a  prosperous 
issue.  With  the  aid  of  a  ten  pounds^  donution  from  the  friend- 
ly alderman,  he  quilted  his  hospitable  roof  and  sailed  for 


tpective  oouotrieB,  of  their  efforts  for  the  diffusion  of  the  liv- 
ing word. 

At  Wyttemburg,  it  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Offer,  that  he  com- 
fbtod  the  translation  of  the  New  Testament,  assisted  by  his 
kuned  friend.  Frith,  who  with  William  Roy,  acted  also  as 
his  amanuenses.  He  oounts  *^  it  a  popular  error  which  as- 
cribes the  edition  to  the  Antwerp  press ;  the  more  remarka- 
ble, as  no  similar  type  was  used  there,  nor  did  Tyndale  visit 
ihat  city  until  the  year  1&30/'  One  edition  of  three  thou- 
ud  for  general  circulation,  was  followed,  it  is  supposed,  by 
■  mate  sightly  edition  in  4lo.  with  glosses*  commenced  at  Co- 
logne in  1526,  and  finished  at  Worms  or  Wyttemburg ;  the 
type,  cuts  and  ornaments  of  both  these  books  being  those  used 
by  the  German  printers  on  the  Bhine.  These  circumstances 
are  confirmed  by  the  poshive  evidence  of  Brovius,t  as  to  the 
one  printed  at  Wittemburg  in  1525  and  that  of  CochlsMis,  (an 
authority  soon  to  be  introduced)  who  broke  up  the  printing  of 
tbe  second  at  Cologne.  Tyndale  himself  seems  to  point  out 
the  order  of  these  two  editioas  at  the  close  of  this  volume,

Tet  of  all  this  the 

Esflish  biographer  seems  utterly  unconscious;  nor  to  have  once 

tiioaght  of  using  any  qualifying  explanation,  with  a  view  to  remedy 

hm  apparent  looseness  of  description.     It  would  be  well  if  the  por- 

twDs  of  Tyndale's  Testament,  issued  in  the  successive  years  and  in 

different  forms,  might  be  designated  as  two  impressiona  of  one  and  the 

Mmt  edition;  bat  if  this  may  not  be, — and  to  judge  from  Mr.  OfTor's 

ipeeinens  on  a  aucceeding  page,  they  differ  from  each  otlier  as  much 

^trivial  as  that  may  bo)  as  does  the  edition  of  '34  from  eitlicr,— -then 

will  it  nf*ed  a  very  discriminating  faculty  indeed  to  see,  why  this  last 

IS  not  the  lAiri/,  and  its  prcdecesaors  severally,  the  first  and  second 

editions.

We  can  trace  the  volume  of  Tyndalo,  soon  after  this  di 
as  in  course  of  circulation.     Strype  has  recorded,  from  a  pi 
vate  paper  left  by  John  Fox,  that  one  Jolin  Pykas,  i 
trouble  foi  ailegcti  heresy,  depoeed,  March  7, 1527,  thai  a 
two  years  previously,  he  bought  in  Colchesler,  of  «  Lomba 
merchant  (i.  e.  any  merchant  trading  lo  foreign  ports)  t 
New  Testament  in  English  for  four  shillings :  he  doee  n 
thai  it  was  printed  ;  but,  supposing  il  to  bo  one  of  the  fii 
porlation  of  printed  Testaments,  when  manuscript  copies  « 
selling  for  very  considerable  sums,  and  the  sole  was  ntleoi 
with  great  risk,  it  may  account  for  the  charge  of  four  s 
for  so  small  a  volume. 


Italy  isniiitBined  them  during  exile,  bul  even  hoped  that  the 
iMe  of  ibo  English  lutticai,  iritbout  consulting  the  king's 
ledii^s,  would  in  a  abort  time  become  Lulherana,  bjr  means 
/  Ltdber's  New  Testament,  which  the;  had  tmnslated  into 
In  English  language.  They  had  come  to  Colognofdiat  they 
nu^  forward  many  thousand  printed  w^e»  of  (he  Testa- 
DWBt  thus  traDriated,  secreted  under  other  goods,  Into  £n^ 
land.  Such  was  their  confidence  in  the  success  of  dns  at- 
lonpt,  that  at  their  first  interview  they  ordered  the  printers  to 
put  six  thousand  copies  to  press ;  hut  fearing  that  a  greet  loaa 
wonld  be  austBioed  if  the  enterprise  &iled,  they  agreed  to 
print  only  three  thousand,  it  being  easy,  if  they  sold  well,  to 
{vim  another  edition.  PoroeraoiM  had  already  sent  letters  to 
dK  nJnts  among  the  English,  and  Ldtlwr  himself  had  written 
to  the  king.  When  ha  supposed  that  the  New  Testament 
would  soon  appear,  such  Was  his  delight,  that  he  inflated  his 
frdlowen  with  vain  expectations,  and  they  became  intoxicBted 
with  joy,  snd  revealed  the  secret  before  due  time  with  their 
ineless  boasting.^'  1^  narrative  goes  on  to  state,  that  Coch- 
teus,  having  piepsred  an  edition  of  Rupert's  Commentary  on 
HaRbew,  went  to  Cdt^ne  to  superintend  the  printing  of  it, 
and  happening  to  employ  the  same  printers,  he  heard  such 
whiqiers  as  led  this  divine  to  ply  some  of  the  woAmen  with 
drink,  and  while  Intoxicated,  he  drew  from  them  their  mas- 
ter'a  secret.  His  narrative  thus  continues — "Here  having 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  printers,  he  heais  them 
Dccasiraially  ejaculate  over  the  glass  with  confidence — lot 
ihe  English  king  and  cardinal  be  willing  or  not,  all  England 
ihall  in  a  short  space  of  time  become  Lutherans.  Ho  heard 
also  that  two  Englishmen  there,  leabned,  eloquent,  and 
siiLLCn  IN  URGUAOEs,  made  it  a  matter  of  exullalion,  but 
he  never  found  an  opportunity  of  seeing  or  ^)eaking  to 
tbem.  Having  invited  some  of  the  prlntera  to  his  house, 
when  they  had  becomed  heated  with  wine,  one  of  them 
in  private  cmveisatkio  revealed  to  him  the  secret,  how  Eng- 
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land  was  to  be  brought  to  Luther^s  side;  namely,  thne 
thousand  copies  of  Luther^s  New  Testament,  translated  ioli 
English,  were  printing,  and  that  thej  had  already  advanoei 
as  far  as  signature  K,  in  fours.  That  the  cost  would  ]» 
abundantly  supplied  by  the  English  merchants,  who  woidl 
secretly  convey  the  work,  when  finished,  throughout  all  Enp 
land,  and  extensively  distribute  it  before  the  king  or  the  ca^ 
dinal  (Wolsey)  could  know  of  or  prevent  it.  Cochlteus,  agi- 
tated with  fear  and  wcxider,  outwardly  dissembled  his  sad* 
ness,  but  soon  revolving  sorrowfully  in  his  mind  the  extent  of 
the  danger,  he  devised  means  to  paralyze  this  effort  Hb 
went  privately  to  Herman  Rinck,  Bart.,  a  counsellor  and  sen* 
ator  of  Cologne,  who  was  personally  acquainted  with  the  em* 
peror  and  with  the  king  of  England,  and  opened  to  him  the 
whole  afiair,  as  (thanks  to  the  wine)  he  had  discovered  it 
The  baronet,  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  information  was  cop* 
rect,  sent  a  man  to  search  the  house  where  the  work  was  ca^ 
ried  on ;  the  printer  acknowledged  that  it  was  in  hand,  and 
that  a  quantity  of  paper  was  purchased  for  it.  Upon  this  he 
went  to  the  senate,  and  obtained  an  injunction,  forbidding  the 
printer  to  proceed.  The  two  English  heretics  taking  wiA 
them  the  printed  sheets,  escaped  and  sailed  up  the  Rhine  to 
Worms,  where  the  people  were  immoderately  in  favour  of 
Luther,  that  they  might  there  finish  their  undertaking.  Binck 
and  Cochlseus  admonished  the  king,  the  cardinal,  and  the 
bishop  about  these  proceedings,  that  all  diligence  might  be 
used  to  stop  this  pernicious  merchandize  from  entering  any 
of  the  English  ports.  It  is  reported  that  Lord  C.  Tunstall,  a 
most  learned  man,  at  that  time  bishop  of  London  but  now 
of  Durham,  when  he  had  obtained  one  of  these  copies,  de- 
clared to  a  great  assembly  in  London  that  he  had  found  up- 
wards of  two  thousand  errors  and  corruptions  in  that  book.^ 
This  is  the  narrative  of  an  eye-witness  of  repute,  given  to 
the  world  in  1549,  at  which  time  its  accuracy  was  not  ques* 
tbned.  But  tlie  slight  regard  given  it  by  Lewis,  led  Mr.  Oflbr 


toCologiie  in  1890,  to  aacertain  if  possible  its  accuracy  on  the 
gRMmd.     His  researches  into  the  archives,  which  were  kindly 
aided  by  the  city  secretary,  Mr.  Vaux,  and  others,  brought  to 
ii^tibe  identical  Herman  Rinck,  a  senator  in  1526,  and  fidth- 
fdly  answering  to  his  portrait  by  CocbHsBve^    The  printer^s 
boise,  the  scene  of  the  drama,  was  pointed  out  by  thesa  gen- 
tlemen, who  themselves  saw  no  reason  to  doubt  the  story  of 
Luther's  bic^rapher. 

The  printers,  it  is  curious  to  observe,  speake  of  this  English 
New  Testament,  as  a  transkuion  from  Luther ;  and  hence 
perhaps  the  assertion  has  come,  which  is  sometimes  made, 
diat  Tyndale  did  not  translate  from  the  Original.  But  Lu- 
theran was  then  the  common  by- word  of  reproach ;  and  it  was 
ooe  of  the  artifices  of  monkish  zeal  to  give  out  that  the  here- 
tics, so  styled,  had  invented  two  new  languages  which  they 
called  Hebrew  and  Greek* — that  all  who  studied  Hebrew  be- 
came Jews — and  tliat  the  New  Testament  was  a  modem  in- 
vention by  Luther.  Every  new  version  therefore  was  naturally 
enough  called  by  his  name,  however  faithfully  made  from  the 
Gret'k.  Tyndale,  however,  to  whom  the  latter  language  was 
familiar  from  his  youth,  would  have  found  it  quite  a  different 
aflair  to  cope  with  the  German.  Any  rumours,  however,  to 
the  discredit  of  his,  as  a  second-hand  version,  will  be  utterly 
exposed  by  a  minute  and  careful  comparison  of  the  text  with 
the  Greck,t  the  Latin  Vulgate,  and  Luther's  German ;  though 
who  can  doubt  tliat  he  availed  himself  of  all  aids  within  his 
reach,  in  the  difficulties  tliat  would  arise ;  of  which,  conference 


"  Sir  ThomoB  More  relates  a  curious  instance  of  the  ignorance  of 
a  learned  monk  : — "A  lenird  prieste  tiiorow  out  all  y«  gospels  scraped 
out  tiiulMhUi  and  wrote  Jesus  Cristvs.  bycanw?  he  thought  the  deuyls 
nam*'  wan  nr»t  mete  to  stande  in  «o  wood  a  place."

with  ihe  great  lights  onuHig  his  Reformed  brethren,  was  nol 

by  a  wLse  man  lo  be  neglected. 

Many  pirated  editions  of  this  book  were  printed  by  the 
Dulchmen,  panicularly  at  Antwerp ;  but  gain  being  all  thai 
was  thought  of,  carelessly  and  incorrecOy  enough.  Tlie  nxul 
ftccuralG  was  by  the  exile,  George  Joy;  who  however  pri- 
vately corrupted  the  test,  for  which  he  afterwards  apologized 
This  edition  was  printed  by  the  widow  of  Chiiatopher  of  End- 
hoven  m  Antwerp  :  her  husband  had  died  in  an  English  pri- 
son for  selling  a  pirated  edition  in  1531.  Three  years  pre"- 
ously,  John  Raymond,aIhrtchnian,  severely  suffered,  for  caus- 
ing 1500  of  Tyndale's  New  Testament  to  be  printed  oi  Ant- 
werp,  one  third  of  which  were  conveyed  into  England.  The 
price  at  which  Ihey  were  usually  sold,  was  thirteen  pence  foi 
the  small  editions,  and  ha)f-a-crown  with  the  glosses  ;  a  sum 
more  considerable  than  at  this  day  it  appears. 

The  first  of  Tyndale's  editions  is  a  small  8vo.  handsomelj 
printed :  it  consists  of  336  leaves,  of  which  333  contain  the 
text,  the  epistle  to  die  reader  and  the  errata  filling  the  rest 
Of  diis  book  only  two  known  copies  remain :  one,  wanting 


collector,  Mr.  Ames,  for  fifteen  shillingEk  Thence  at  his 
death  [1760]  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Whyte  for 
fooiteen  giuneas  and  a  half;  and  from  him,  after  sixteen  years 
posncasian,  into  those  of  Dr.  Gifford,  at  the  advanced  price  of 
twenty.  From  1784,  it  has  reposed  in  the  Baptist  Museum  at 
Bristd,  to  which  it  was  left  by  the  Doctor,  then  librarian  of  the 
British  Museum. 

The  edition  with  marginal  glosses*  was  an  elegant  small  4to. 
with  handsome  cuts.  The  portion  which  has  been  discovered 
was  printed  at  Cdogne ;  but  probably  the  volume  was  com- 
pleted at  Worms.  A  firagment,  containing  the  prologue  and 
the  gospel  of  Matthew  to  the  twenty-second  chapter,  is  in  the 
pooocufion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Rodd,  an  English  bookseller,  who 
has  long  promised  it  to  the  public,  accompanied  with  much 
curious  information.  The  prologue  (of  seven  leaves)  has  been 
several  times  re-puUished  under  the  title  of  '*A  Pathway  into 
the  Scriptures,  by  Tyndale,^  but  the  liberties  taken  with  it, 
both  in  the  way  of  omission  and  addition,  make  it  an  abuse  of 
bis  name.  To  what  the  variations  in  the  text  from  the  6vo. 
edition  amount,  let  the  reader  judge  from  the  few  that  follow ; 
being  the  most  material  of  the  twenty^eight — ^the  sum  total — 
found  in  this  fragment

With  the  earliest  circulation  of  the  New  Testament,  the 
English  prelates  were  untiringly  active  to  destroy  what  they 
alleged  to  he  the  prolific  seed  of  heresy.

I  answere  in  brunninge  thi 
New  Testamente  they  did  none  other  thinge  then  I  Ic^cd  fbr 
no  more  shal  they  doo  if  the  brunne  me  also,  if  it  be  Godi 
will  it  shall  be  so.^^t  At  the  close  of  one  of  his  most  inter 
esting  tracts,  he  says,  "  Whoso  fyndythe  or  redjrthe  this  let 
ter,  put  it  furthe  in  examynacyon,and  sufire  it  not  to  be  hyddi 
or  destroyed,  but  multyplyed,  for  no  man  knoweth  whil 
profiy  t  may  come  thereof.

How 
Ad  their  blear  eyes  smart  at  the  shining  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
Tolgar  tongue.  Hall  heard  the  town  clerk  of  London  swear 
a  great  oath,  that  he  would  cut  his  own  throat  rather  than 
die  Gospel  should  be  read  in  English,  but  he  brake  promes 
and  hanged  himself.^ 

Bobert  Ridley,  a  priest,*  wrote  ^  to  master  Henry  Golde,

Morels  ablest  worii  against  Tyndale,  was  his  first,  and  i 
called  A  Dialogue.  A  nobleman  sends  his  friend  to  Sir  TIk 
mas,  for  counsel  how  to  check  opinionB  which  were  gainai 
in  the  country  against  the  Romish  church ;  ^  of  pylgrymagi 
— ^ymages — prayer  to  saint»— myracles— tradiciCMis— infidl 
bility— <;ruelty  to  hereticks— burning  the  New  Testament- 
and  prohibiting  books,  called  Lutheran.**  All  these  topic 
were,  without  doubt,  shrewdly  discussed  throughout  the  kiii| 
dom.  The  chief  aim  of  the  dialogue  manifestly  is,  to  sen 
as  an  apology  for  that  high-handed  act,  the  burning  of  Tfi 
dale's  volume :  *^  The  people  say  that  all  this  gere  is  don 
but  onely  to  stoppe  menes  mouthes,  and  to  put  eueiy  roan  t 
sytence  that  wold  any  thynge  speke  of  the  fiuites  of  the  cla 
gye.  And  they  thynke  that  for  none  other  cause  was  ah 
burned  at  Poules  crosse  the  new  Testament  late  translated  i 
englyashe  by  mayster  Wyllyam  Huchyn,  otherwyse  calk 
Mayster  T3mdall,  who  was  (as  men  say)  well  knowen  orl 
wente  ouer  the  see,  for  a  man  of  ryght  good  lyuying,  stnd; 
ous  and  well  lemed  in  Scrypture,  and  in  dyuers  placet  i 
England  was  very  well  lyked,  and  dyd  gret  good  with  pred 
yng.  And  men  mutter  amonge  themselfe  that  the  boke  wi 
not  onely  &utles,  but  also  very  well  translated,  and  was  deo; 
sad  to  be  burned,  bycause  men  sholde  not  be  able  to  prv 
that  suche  fautes  (as  were  at  Poules  crosse  declared  to  bii 
bene  founde  in  it)  were  neuer  founde  in  dede,  but  vntme 
8urmysed.t  •  •  •  •  •  And  for  to  kepe  out  of  the  peopk

,  what  will  the  reader  think  ?  He  admits  that  the  Apostle 
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expresses  exactly  the  same  idea, — ^  Swre  musle  rather  pki%! 
god  than  man,^  which  is  well  sayd  of  the  apostle,  hut  to  Wj 
said  of  Tyndale,  a  heretic,  it  is  a  plajme  exhoitacyoa  to  » < 
heUion.''  i 

The  word  ^  senior^  was  taken  from  the  Latin  VulgriBt  ^ 
Bfr.  Ofibr  says  that  T3mdale  admitted  it  to  be  not  expfioit  i 
enough  and  that  he  should  prefer  the  word  elbbk.*  But  At ' 
most  obnoxious  term  was  ^  congregatioQ,'^  substituted  fir 
church.  For  this  however  he  had  royal  precedents;  Hemy 
himself,  in  a  proclamati(»i  and  in  the  six  articles  penned  h/ 
his  own  hand,  having  combined  the  two  words  thu»-^*^A^ 
congregation  of  the  church  of  EngUmdJ^  The  term  coag||F 
gation  was  defensible  enough  in  the  case  of  both,  sinoe  *^  Al 
church'*  in  common  acceptation,  answered  neither  to  the  place 
of  worship  nor  to  the  company  of  worshippers,  but  was  ■» 
ply  the  distinctive  epithet  of  the  clergy,  lliis  latter  wofi 
howevertunderstood  as  meaning  all  professingchristians,dispiii» 
ced  the  former  throughout,  in  the  Genevan  and  Bishops*  Bihili 
of  the  Elizabethan  ag&— as  well  as  in  tiie  Received  translatioa 
which  followed. 

To  the  three  capital  errors  of  Tyndale  before-named.  Mom 
does  indeed  elsewhere  adduce  some  others ;  such  as  ^  loKiw* 
ledgynge'*  substituted  for  ^  confession,*'  and  '^  repentance" 
for  ^*  penance  :**  he  lays  it  dowm  as  an  evident  principle  of  Un, 
that  ^  he  wolde  make  y*  people  fcyleue  that  we  shdde  beleue 
nothyng  but  playne  sciypture  in  whych  poynte  he  tedieth  a 
playne  pestylent  heresyeJ*^  It  is  admitted,  however,  ^  that  a 
nother  man  translatynge  the  testament,  and  beynge  good  and 
feythfull,  myghte  haue  vsed  happely  those  chaungea  wythoot 
euyll  meanyng  or  any  sus[Hcion  therof  ;**t  and  his  extrava* 
gant  tirade  reaches  its  climax  with  declaring,  that^yt  is 


deference  to  which  in  so  man^  initancea  doubtless,  leaves  a  triiisll^ 
tor  at  a  stand ,  here  acoorded  with  his  own. 
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caou^  for  good  cristen  men  that  know  those  thynges  for  her- 
My€&,  to  aUiorre  and  biirne  vppe  his  bokes  and  the  lykerjs  of

Sir  Thomas,  to  deter  the  people  from  the  reading  of  Tyn- 
dale,  not  only  uses  such  persuasive  arguments  as  this  last,  but 
eatertaiDS  us  with  a  specimen  of  his  gift  for  humour,  by  sum- 
moning to  the  scene  the  ghost  of  an  eminent  fkther.  But  the 
poor  shade  had  been  so  roughly  treated  on  a  former  attack, 
that  he  very  prudently  refused  to  venture  again :  ^^  When  I 
desired  Origcne  to  take  the  payne  to  come  and  here  wytnesse 
wyth  me  in  th3rs  mater,  he  aemed  at  the  first  very  well  con- 
tm^  But  when  I  told  hym  that  he  shoide  mete  with  Tyndale : 
he  falesBed  hymselfe  and  shranke  bakke,  and  sayde  he  had 
leuer  go  some  other  waye  many  a  mile  then  onys  medle  with 
hym.  For  I  shall  tell  you  syr,  quod  he,  before  thys  tyme  (i 
ryght  honorable  man  very  connyng  and  yet  more  vertuousc, 
the  good  bysshoppe  of  Rochester,  in  a  great  audyence  brought 
me  in  for  a  wytnes  against  Luther  and  Tj^dale,  euen  in  this 
same  mater,  about  the  tyme  of  the  burnynge  of  Tyndalys  eiiyll 
•ranslated  testament  But  Tyndale,  as  soon  as  he  herd  of  my 
name,  without  any  respectc  of  honestye,  fell  in  a  rage  Av^'tli 
me.  ami  all  to  rated  me,  and  called  me  starke  heretyke,  and 
rhat  the  starkest  that  euer  was.  Thys  talc  Orygene  told  nne, 
and  swore  by  saynt  Symkyn  that  he  was  neuer  so  sayed  vnto 
of  such  a  lewde  felowe  synnys  he  was  fyrste  borne  of  hys 
mother,  and  therfore  he  wolde  neuer  medle  wyth  Tyndale 
more.  Now,  indede,  to  saye  the  treuth  yt  were  not  well  don(» 
•jf  TjTidale  to  leue  resonynge  and  fall  a  scoldyng,  chydync;e, 
and  brawlynge,  as  it  were  a  bawdy  bcgger  of  Byllyter-lane. 
Py  for  shame,  he  shoide  fauorcd  and  forborne  hym  somwhat, 
and  yt  had  bene  but  for  his  age.  For  Origene  Ls  nowe  xiij.  hun- 
dred yerc  olde  or  there  aboutc,  and  this  was  not  mych  abonc 
vij  yeres  synnys."*  We  may  suppose  with  what  gravity  and 
cQFy  trust  such  a  story  would  be  received  by  the  wondering 
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and  Bunple  pqwlace,  when  told  on  the  •mbority  fif  da 
Lord  Cbaaoellor,  backsd  by  tbitof  Iba  priaita. 

This  reflectioo  od  the  Tibq>enti*e  tunper  of  lynU 
advflraaiy  connii^;  ^aeea  ia  the  nutrth  of  Orign, 
wUch  it  would  cone  with  a  better  gnoa  dwa  flrom  tii 
An  intdligent  BetnenJIi  in  that  me  Tohine  ^  Selem  t 
zance,"  [1S8S]  coiii|daint  fefy.eeriooi^  that  Hon  < 
those  widi  whom  he  difieted  "  •ome^yne  deipaiHB  wn 
someQnow  ateAe  heiej^kea,  and  odn^  irii^ea  he  ballell 
the  blessed  laotheihode,  or  the  newe  bcoched  bretbei 
(he  euangelical  brethene,  and  the  princ^al  doen  he 
potbeded  poatele>  nau^tee  bretherne,  or  heMikB  bieti 
tbeae  be  atmnge  namea  deuiaed  after  a  nemnlout 
fiisbion,  wherein  I  Ihiobe  veiely  be  dothe  not  aa  he  wi 
dfflie  to." 

Then  was  little  to  choose,  on  this  score,  between  i 
the  disputants  of  that  day : — it  was  rare  for  one  of  then: 
come  coDScioua  of  oSending  against  good  manners  o 
temper,  and  taier,  if  he  did,  to  find  bim  much  coo 
about  his  vindication.    In  this  particulBr  cootioversy,  T; 


■enment,  as  T^ndale  heie  Yiider  a  Masphemoiu  ieslypge 
r  feniiyoa  Idleth  vs :  then  foloweth  yt,  I  floye,  that  tbere  was 
BBiier  clqfkie  cfyatened  qnmoya  cryateiido^ 
Ail  yt  badde  bene  as  good  to  haue  lefie  it  ▼nciystened,  and 
■sner  to  hane  let  water  touche  yt,  bycause  yt  ooulde  not  be 
ing^  what  the  water  aygnified.*' *  A  grave  subfect  indeed, 
la  dioae  who  ocnsideied  that  the  parental  neglect  of  the  rite 
WDidd  enlaii  endless  miseiy  upon  the  chOd. 

To  neutraliae  the  eflbet  of  his  adverMffy^s  kboiiis,  More 
—nrliiiies  resorts  to  means  of  which  a  Protestant  can  hardly 
eoBDplain;  means^at  least,  which  there  is  reason  to  count  the 
cmsme  point  of  fairness^  widi  cootroferualislB  as  a  body, 
etn  in  later  times.  He.  ^.wdde  aduyse  any  man  neither  to 
rede  diese  faeretykes  bdrai  nor  mine,  but  occupy  theyr  myndes 
better,  and  standynge  feimely  by  the  catholyke  faith  of  this 
.XT.  C  yere,  neuer  onys  muse  vppon  these  newe  (angled  here- 
lyes ;  but  if  at  the  parell  of  daynger  to  bume  both  here  and  in 
bell,  he  cannot  hold  his  yechynge  fyngers  frome  theyre  poysened 
bokes,  then  wold  I  counsayle  hym  in  any  wyse  to  rede  therwith 
such  thynges  as  are  wrytten  agaynst  them/*  But  this  is  only 
an  occasional  touch  of  impartiality  or  mildness,  and  he  appears 
most  in  his  element  as  in  former  citations ;  or,  when  main- 
taining that  ^  Tyndale^s  heresies  &rre  exceed  and  passe : 
nod  incomparably  ofiende  the  maiestie  of  our  Lorde  Grod,  than 
all  the  settynge  vppe  of  Bell,  and  Baal,  and  Belzabub,  and  all 
the  deuyls  in  hell,^  and  that  the  king,  of  whose  conscience  he 
perhaps  felt  himself  to  be  keeper,  ^  would  lose  his  own  soul,  if 
he  suffered  Tyndale^s  Testament  in  his  people^s  hands. 

The  pitiable  infatuation  of  Sir  Thomas  as  to  the  real,  criti- 
cal merits  of  the  work  upon  which  we  have  been  dwelling, 
recalls  involuntarily  to  mind  the  far  different  estimate  expressed 
of  it  by  a  Romanist,  nearly  of  our  own  time ;  one,  with  the 
freedom  of  whose  speculations  we  have  here  no  concern,  but 
from  whose  decisions,  in  his  chosen  walk  of  learning,  it  would 
not  be  easy  to  find  a  fit  court  of  appeal.    ^*  With  respect  to 
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Tyndale^s  translation,  it  is  astonishing  how  little  obsolete  the 
language  of  it  is,  even  at  this  day ;  and,  in  point  of  perspicmtj 
and  noble  simplicity,  propriety  of  idiom  and  purity  of  style, 
no  English  version  has  yet  surpassed  it.  The  criticisms  of 
those  who  wrote  against  it  (we  are  sorry  to  find  Sir  Tbomit 
More  among  them)  are  generally  too  severe,  often  captioai, 
and  sometimes  evidently  unjust.^'*  He  says,  in  another  con- 
nection, that  but  for  the  corrupt  state,  at  that  time,  of  the  H^ 
brew  text,  from  which  his  translation,  (so  far  as  it  went,)  of  the 
CKd  Testament  was  made,  he  should  have  been  disposed  to 
adopt  it  as  the  basis  of  his  own. 

His  resolute  and  well-sorted  ally,  John  Fryth,  took  up  the 
gauntlet  in  his  behalf,  a  short  time  before  his  martyrdom ;  of 
whose  style  and  spirit  the  reader  may  not  dislike  to  see  a 
specimen.  ^'And  Tyndalc  I  trustc  l3rueth:  well  contente 
with  such  pore  apostles  lyfe,  as  God  gaue  hys  sonne  Christ, 
and  hys  faythful  mynysters  in  thys  woride,  whych  is  not  sure 
of  so  many  mytes  as  you  [Sir  Thomas  More]  be  yearely  d 
many  poundes,  although  I  am  sure  that  for  hys  leamynge  and 
iudgement  in  scripture,  he  were  more  worthye  to  be  promoted 
then  all  the  byshoppes  in  Englande.  I  receyued  a  letter  froo 
hym,  which  was  wrytten  sens  Christmas,  wherin  among  other 
matters*he  wryteth  thus :  I  call  God  to  recorde  agaynst  the 
dayc  we  shall  appcare  before  our  Lorde  Jesus  Christ  to  geue 
reckonynge  of  cure  doinges,  that  I  ncuer  altered  one  syllable 
of  Godes  worde  agaynst  my  conscyence,  nor  wolde  do  thyi 
daye,  yf  all  that  is  in  earthe,  whether  it  be  honoure,  pleasure, 
or  ryches  myght  be  geuen  me."  Fryth  adds,  "  Judge,  good 
Christen  reader,  whether  these  words  be  not  spoken  of  a  fiiyth- 
full,  clere,  and  innocent  herte.  And  as  for  hys  behauyoure  * 
suche,  that  I  am  sure  no  man  can  reprove  hym  of  any  synne, 
howbeit  no  man  is  innocent  before  God  whych  beholdeth  the 
herte." 

Of  his  motives  he  speaks  himself  in  the  prologue  to  the  4la 
Testament  with  glosses,  1526.      ^^  I  haue  here  transiatad

The  most  valuable  of  his  own  compositioRB,  The  Obedience 
a  Chiistian  Bfan,  came  out  in  1528.  He  maintains  in  the 
efiioe,  at  some  length,  the  necessity  of  a  free  circulation  of 
)  Sciijitures  in  the  vernacular  language  of  every  country ; 
d  after  his  christian  salutations, proceeds :  "Letitnotmake 
se  dii^Miyre,  neither  yet  discorage  thee  (oh  reader)  that  it  is 
ibidden  thee  in  peyne  of  l3rfe  and  goodes,  or  that  it  is  made 
sakynge  of  the  kynges  peace,  or  treason  vnto  bis  highnes, 
lende  y*  worde  of  thy  soules  health.  But  much  rather  be 
Ue  in  the  lorde  and  comfort  thy  soule.

Daring  tUi  time  Tfndale  was  wnnfiaaingly  active  in 
■HMimg  a  mnnber  of  tracto  and  hooka,*  whU^  dm^ 
feaD  m  ain,  weie  mi|^,  jn  pnllmg  down  the  otron^hddi  of 
^fngAm m Enghnd.  (HaTing finiriied, in  1689, hw tna» 
Hon  of  the  fint  booko  of  the  (Nd  Tealament,  he  commenoed 
nr  poblication  in  aepaiate  tracts  with  ornamental  wood-oatif 
id  with  notea,  which  gave  great  offimoe  to  the  deigy.  When 
m  mannecript  of  Deuteronomy  was  ready  for  the  pren,  thua 
tepleting  the  Pentateuch,  a  severe  and  trying  dispensation 
rproyidenoe  awaited  him.  Purposing  to  print  it  at  Hamburg^, 
a  hk  way  thither  he  was  shipwrecked  on  the  coast  of  Holland, 
ad  lost  his  books,  money,  and  manuscript ;  hapipy  in  so 
leaping,  for  it  was  a  special  mercy  that  he  was  not  thrown 
a  the  English  coast,  where,  if  spared  by  the  sea,  it  had  only 
mtofeedthefiresof  Smithfield.  He  continued  his  journey, 
sd  Coverdale  having  joined  him,  they  repeated  their  labour 
1  Deuteronomy,  and  with  a  pious  lady's  assistance,  Mrs.  Van 
Immerson,  it  was  printed ;  thus  completing  the  first  portion 
r  the  Old  Testament  in  1590.  At  Hamburgh,  the  same 
twidenoe  which  preserved  him  in  shipwreck,  armed  his  body 
gainst  the  pestilence.  ^^They  went  through  the  work  in 
&ty,  while  the  sweating-sickiiess  swept  away  thousands  in 
e  city  with  a  general  mortality ;  as  if  the  useful  sweating  of 
eir  brains  were  a  preservative  against  the  hurtful  sweadng

If  ought  were  found  amiss,  but  that,  inslead  <f 
amending  it,  tlie  papists  have  raised  an  outcry  agaiasl  liw 
tramalatJon  i  saying  there  were  many  thousand  herewes  in  it 
so  dial  it  could  not  be  meuded:  if  even  an  t  lacked  a  tittle  am 
liisbcad.ii  was  noted  to  the  ignorant  people  for  an  heresy'  "A 
thousand  books  had  they  lever  lo  be  put  forth  against  thtif 
abominable  doinjjs  and  doctrine,  than  that  the  Bcripture 
come  IO  light."  "  Which  thing  only  moved  me  to  trawUli 
the  NewTeslamenl.  Because  I  had  perceived  by  expei 
how  that  it  was  impossible  to  establish  the  lay  people 
truth,  except  the  scripture  was  plainly  laid  before  their  i 
in  tlicir  mother  tongue."  He  humbly  submits  his  Pent

The  comer-stone  of  popery  is  the  pretended  authority  of 
die  church,  through  an  immediate  and  continued  descent 
fiom  the  Apostles,  together  with  the  claim  of  heing  the  de< 
pository  of  traditions,  alleged  to  be  of  equal  authority  with 
the  written  word  as  a  rule  of  faith.  The  odium  which 
witfi  the  clergy,  rested  upon  Tyndale,  chiefly  grew  out  of  the 
efforts  with  which  he  had  assailed  this  strong  hold.  In  the 
Practice  of  Prelates  he  proves  the  fallacy  of  this  plea ;  and 
*iiat  it  was  not  until  afler  Christianity  had  been  planted  for 
'untunes,  that  the  papacy  had  birth  ;  Centuries  more  passed 
■■Jefore  it  acquired  the  weight  to  influence  the  counsels  of 
Europe,  in  the  shape  of  crusades  and  wars,  and  to  prostrate 
ihe  intellect  before  the  dogmas  of  the  holy  church.  If  in- 
quiry were  ventured  upon,  it  was  silenced  with  this  reason  of 
faith, — 90  the  church  believes  ;  and  this  mode  of  argument  is 
>eriou8!y  commended  for  its  efficacy  in  driving  away  the 
tieiid.  *'  This  is  the  feith  of  that  cooliar :  which  being  at 
point  of  deathe,  and  tempted  of  the  deuill  what  his  faith  was, 
answered,  I  beleue  and  die  in  the  faith  of  Christes  church. 
Being  againc  dcmaunded  what  the  faith  of  Christ  his  church 
was,  that  faith,  saied  he,  that  I  beleue  in.  Thus  the  deuil  get- 
ung  no  other  awnswer  of  the  simple  man,  was  ouercomed 
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and  put  to  flight***  The  same  learned  doctor  aaaignBai 
his  reason  for  not  aOowing  a  translation  of  aciqptiue :  ^Fa 
precious  stones  ought  not  to  he  cast  before  lioggB8»t  mod  aud 
of  all  likelihod  are  the  ]aje  ignorant  people.^ 

To  excite  honest  inquiry,  guided  hy  the  BiblCt  into  a  sy» 
tem  like  this,  was  the  great  aim  of  his  writings.  Heattimoi 
brought  to  his  aid  pleasant  raillery ;  as  when  thus  ridiculiii( 
abstinence :  ^  A  Charter  House  monk  would  rather  dye  thu 
eat  flesh,  hut  he  loves  the  strongest  ale  or  beer  heated  widi 
spices,  and  pours  it  in  without  measure.^^  In  the  observance 
of  holy  dayes  ^*  will  he  kepei  so  straight,  that  if  he  meete  a  flai 
in  his  bed,  he  dare  not  kill  her,^  but  he  neither  knows  nor  cam 
why  the  day  is  kept  In  the  multitude  of  ceremonies  he  ii 
always  in  fear ;  for  if  without  a  stole  about  his  neck  he  wen 
to  say  mass,  the  wafer  would  not  be  consecrated ;  if  he  gH 
absolution,  it  were  not  worth  a  mite :  so  their  praying  to  po^ 
domme  pateryng  and  howlyng ;  domme  straunge  holy  gat 
tures ;  these  all  marke  a  fleshlie  spiritualitie*  which  for  eig^ 
hundred  years  has  been  established  with  lies.**) 

Sir  Tliomas  More  naturally  enough  wonders  at  such  an  in- 
undalion  of  volumes,  of  which  the  printing-costs  were  not  tfai 
cmly  risks.  ^  Whych  bokesall  be  yt  that  they  neyther  can  Ix 
there  printed  without  great  coste,  nor  here  soldo  wythout  gres! 
aduenture  and  parell ;  yet  ceace  they  not  with  mony  sail 
from  hense,  to  prente  them  there  and  send  them  hyther^l)

sterre  chamber,  mosle  eloquently  by  hys  owne  mouth,  li 
gt^ale  presence  of  hys  lordes  spyiytiiall  and  t«rtiporall,  gun 
monycyon  and  wamyi^  to  all  the  justyces  of  peac«,  of  eucr)' 
quarter  of  hys  realms  then  assembled  before  hys  hyghno, 
etc.  etc-  lo  the  ealent  that  euery  subject  of  hys,  by  the  meniK 
of  such  manyfolde  effectual  wamynge,  wyih  hys  gracyoiii 
remysayon  of  ihoyr  former  offence  in  his  commaundmeul  be- 
fore broken,  sholde  from  thense  forthe  auoyde  and  esiye* 
the  parell  and  daunger  of  punishment,  and  not  iJreue  by) 
hyghnesse  of  necessyte  to  the  ihynge  from  whyche  the 
myldenesse  of  hys  benygnet  nature  abhorreth.'' 

The  king  issued  his  proclamation  in  June  1530,  for  giving 
effect  to  the  above  decree.  All  books  were  to  be  surrendered 
in  fifteeo  days.  The  magistrates  of  all  degrees  are  ordered 
lo  seize  whoever  refuses  to  deliver,  or  is  suspected  lo  keep 
them,  nod  to  bring  such  before  the  king  and  his  council,  ilut 
ihey  may  be  punished  for  their  contempt,  to  tbe  terrible  ei- 
ample  of  olhcr  like  transgreasora.  The  proclamation  declarer, 
that  ii  is  inexpeiillfiat  for  the  people  to  have  the  Scbipti^bi^ 
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Al  d»  VMBum  of  intfanidation  were  tried ;  from  the  dread  of 
ftmuA  brnming,  lo  that  of  buming  hereafter  and  fiMnever. 
•Tewheaboiy  wouM  not  have  been  iniiilji||l^5f  Typdalea  vn> 
(pnejfoure  bokea  had  neuer  cooie  in  hjbhande,  for  whych 
the  pore  wrecbe  lyeth  now  in  hell,  and  eiyeth  out  on  him ; 
■id  Tyndall,  yf  he  do  not  amende  in  tyme,  he  ia  lyke  to  fynde 
liym  when  they  come  togyther,  an  hoCe  fyrebronde  burnynge 
f^al  bys  bakke,  that  all  the  water  in  the  woride  wyll  neuer  be 
aUe  10  cpench.  /  Then  haue  we  Jonas  made  out  by  Tyndale, 
a  booke  that  whoao  delyte  dierein,  shall  standsL^^fai  parell  that 
Jonas  was  neuer  so  swalowed  vppe  wyththe  whale,  as  by  the 
delyte  of  that  booke  a  mannes  soide  maye  be  so  swallowed 
fppe  by  thejdeuylU  that  he  shall  neuer  bane  the  grace  to  gete 
QOtag^iyne^ 

ThaanfifeBtitious  feares  of  the  ignorant  are  dextrously  turn* 

ed  to  amwnt ;  and  as  at  this  period  the  country  was  under* 

^  going  a  gremuB  visitation  both  from  famine  and  mortality,  the 

malightened  chancellor  finds  no  diflkulty  in  ascribing  them  to 

r  fc  heretical  impiety  scattered  through  die  land.     Elsewhere, 

n&ule  and  raillery  are  tried,  and  the  crumbling  hierarchy  is 

buoyed  up  in  this  style :  ^  Neuer  was  a  more  folyshe  frantyque 

boke  than  the  Wycked  Mammon.'^  ^  Then  haue  ye  an  expo- 

\    ^cyon  also  vppon  the  VII  chapyter  of  Corinthyes,  by  whyche 

;    pisBtos,  freres,  mcMikes,  and  nonnes  be  tau^t  that  euangelical 

Ijberty,  that  they  may  runne  out  a  caterwawynge,  and  so 

wow  and  wedde.'^ 

Bfore  relers  above  perhaps  to  the  prologue  to  j|  Jonah,in  which 
TjfMLe  with  much  keenness,  contrasts  the  Jewish  priests  of 
our  Lord^s  days  with  the  teachers  of  his  own.  It  contains 
a  clear  exhibition  of  his  religioos  sentiments.     ^^  If  thou  find

He  cails  tlx 
whale's  belly  a  newe  achole  in  which  Jonas  lost  much  ofbii 
dro«e — and  exhibits  him  as  a  warning.  *'  And  wylh  Jonas,  Id 
them  that  wayte  on  vanities,  and  aeke  God  here  and  iheK. 
and  in  cuery  temple,  saue  in  theyr  herlea  ; — go  and  aeke  tbe 
testament  of  God  in  thyne  hart" — *'  and  when  the  lage  of  tbf 
conscience  is  ceased,  ofier  thonksgeuing  and  paye  the  Ton 
of  ihy  baptismo,  that  God  only  saueth  of  his  only  mercy — 1» 
cribe  the  cause  of  thy  tribuladon  vnto  thyne  owne  synne,  td 
the  cause  of  thy  delyuerance  vnlo  the  mercye  of  God." 

Tyndale  had  now  settled  at  Antwerp,  as  chaplain  to  tbt 
company  of  English  merchants.  He  won  esteem  irom  il 
wherever  he  went,  by  his  unaffected  piety  and  amiablenea; 
and  although  sustaining  a  public  station,  his  retreat  waste 
some  time  hidden  from  (hose  who  had  marked  him  as  llM 
prey.  He  thus  foi  a  few  years  longer  eluded  their  dericW 
Eiwiftined,  as  he  wns,  with  dangcre,  he  cumjiOBcd  at  ihia  liai

Thb  aninaries  of  HeiU7,of  his  Cardinal  and  his  Chancellor, 
^pere  now  making  the  greatest  exertions  to  entangle  Tyndale 

E their  toils  and  convey  him  to  England.  The  principal  agent 
r  this  purpose  was  the  British  envoy  in  the  Low  Countries, 
Stephen  Vau|^Kan.  The  first  communication  from  him  to  be 
met  with^  is  a  letter  to  his  royal  master,  dated  Jan.  26, 1580, 
from  the  neighbourhood  of  Antwerp.  It  appears  from  this, 
ttiat  Tjmdale  had  not  yet  taken  up  his  residence  in  the  Low 
Countries,  so  that  letters  were  addressed — to  ensure  success 
Wtween  them — to  three  diierent  cities  in  Germany.  The  en- 
^oy,  after  speaking  of  political  affiurs,  thus  introduces  the  sub> 
jQct  of  our  Memoir.*  ^  I  have  written  three  sundry  letters  unto 
M'illyam  Tyndall,  and  the  same  sent,  for  the  more  suretie,  to 
Ui  several  phices,  to  Frankforde,  Hamburgh  and  Marleborou^.^* 
V'hat  follows,  in  effect  is,  that  he  had  very  good  hope,  (after 
%hat  was  currently  said  in  Enghmd  of  his  willingness,  upon 
Ihe  gracious  promise  of  a  safe-conduct  from  his  Majesty,  to 
t^epair  to  England)  of  persuading  him  to  this  step,  with  these 
<ind  such  other  persuasions  as  he  devised  in  his  letters,  and

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especially,  that  whatever  guaranty  he  should  desire  of  the  king^ 
good  faith  m  the  matter,  Vaughan  and  his  friends  would  dc 
their  best  to  obtain  the  promise  of  from  his  Majesty.  Bui 
Tyndale^s  suspicions,  it  seems,  were  all  aroused  by  the  nil 
which  these  negotiations  made  in  England,  to  the  utter  defeil 
and  chagrin  of  the  envoy,  just  when  he  was  making  sure  of 
him ;  who  thinks  that  his  distrust  was  wholly  without  juit 
ground  or  occasion,  were  he  but  onoe  in  his  Majesty^ 
presence,  and  ^^  his  gracious  benygnytie  and  piteous  regard" 
towards  his  humble  and  penitent  subjects,  so  apt  thereby  [!] 
to  be  moved,  being  once  taken  into  account  He  speaks  of 
letters  written  by  Tyndale  in  reply  to  his,  and  to  a  ieilow* 
emissary  also  on  the  same  errand,  which  he  had  despatched  to 
his  Majesty.  But  these  papers,  though  it  would  be  so  interest- 
ing to  discover  them,  are  a  lost  treasure.  A  letter  to  Lord 
Cromwell  accompanies  this  communication,  in  which  he  says* 
"  It  is  vnlikely  to  get  Tyndall  into  England  when  he  dayly 
hereth  so  many  thinges  from  thense  which  feareth  hym.  Af* 
ter  his  booke  answering  my  lord  chancillor^s  boke  be  pot 
fourthe,  I  thinke  he  wyll  wryte  no  more.

Among  the  state  papers  is  the  fVagment  of  a  well-written 
and  touching  letter  from  one  of  these  emissaries,  who,  io  a 
very  singular,  and  even  romantic  manner,  obtained  an  inter- 
view with  Tyndale.  The  courtier  finding  himself  unawares 
in  the  presence  of  his  long-sought  victim,  was  so  awed  by  his 
dignified  purity  and  truth,  that,  in  answering  him,  he  tells  his 
royal  master  he  did  it  as  his  poor  wit  would  serve  him.  The 
letter  bears  every  mark  of  undoubted  sincerity,  and  affectinglf 
pourtrays  the  sufierings  of  this  great  benefactor  of  his  naUon, 
then  living  in  painful  and  perilous  concealment

tbr  p*P^r  onhappilr  rndi,  tX  the  intrreiting  point,  doubt' 
0  tbe  eahtgium  of  the  hero  ofit  wu  eomnwneuif. 
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Tyndale's  Practice  of  Prelates,  alladed  to  by  him  in  the 
above  conversation,  was  printed  at  Marpurg,  by  H.  Loft,  in 
1580.  It  is  an  admirably  condensed  history  of  the  rise  and 
spread  of  popery,  and  of  the  intriguing  practices  of  the  Ro- 
mish hierarchy.  He  ascribes  Henry's  desire  of  a  divorce 
from  his  faithful  queen  Catherine,  to  advice  instilled  into  his 
mind  by  his  confessor,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  at  the  instiga- 
tion of  Wolsey.  The  ulterior  design  was  to  unite  Henry  to 
the  French  princess ;  and,  by  the  united  influence  of  both 
crowns,  to  secure  an  open  road,  by  which  the  cardinal  might 
ascend  to  the  papal  see  and  triple  icrown ;  in  that  case,  Lin- 
coln would  have  been  advanced  to  York.  Tyndale  strenu- 
ously resists  the  divorce,  by  unanswerable  arguments  drawn 
finom  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  God.  ^^  What  God  has  joined 
together,  no  man,  not  even  the  Pope,  can  lawfully  put  asunder.^ 

With  his  "  poor  apostle's  life,"  Tjmdale  was  content,  many 
and  grievous  as  were  its  privations ;  less  moved  by  all  the 
lures  that  wealth  or  honor  could  hold  out  to  him,  than  by  the 
consciousness  of  unttunted  principle,  with  exile  and  sufllering 
as  their  recompense.  His  apology  for  presuming  to  offer  his 
advice  to  Royalty,  is  curious  enough.  *^  Some  man  might 
happlye  say,  that  though  a  greate  man  wold  be  content  to 
haue  his  deades  compared  vnto  the  lawes  of  God,  he  wold 
disdayne  yet  to  have  so  vyle  a  wretch  as  I  am,  to  dispute  of 
them.  I  answere  this  is  not  my  fiiute,  but  Goddes  which  will 
for  the  most  parte  euer  chosest  of  the  vilest  to  confounde  the 
gloriouse,  which  not  onlye  clothed  his  sonne  with  oure  vyle  na- 
ture, but  made  him  also  of  the  lowest  sorte  of  men,  euen  fyue 
hundred  steppes  beneth  the  degre  of  a  cardinale.  And  the 
gloryous  scribes  and  the  pharises  for  all  their  holinesse  re- 
buked not  Herod ;  but  vile  Jhon  the  Baptist." 

A  letter  from  Sir  St.  Vaughan  to  the  King,  [dated  May  20, 
1531]  has  preserved  some  sentiments  of  Tyndale  marked  by 
great  magnanimity,  and  expressed  in  terms  not  to  be  read 
without  emotion.  His  anxious  concern  that  his  countrymen 
should  enjoy  the  bread  of  life,  without  reserve,  with  4ie  ideii 


mmmwwunf^  ^lot  it  oooU  be  ptnchased  bjr  hb  own  Mcrifice, 
renuidi  v  of  the  odMefodng  qpirit  of  the  greet  ^Mide  fixr 
lue  "^****"  rBooL  IX.

eoDfweion  he  wee  in  like  manner  aiming,  by  any  meana, 
gentle  or  rough*  Tlie  enfoy  promiaea  to  apply  hiuimlf  leal- 
ouriy  thereto;  "^ but  faaa  bem  informed  that  he  [Frith]  veiy 
lately  maiyed  in  HoUande,  and  ther  dwellethe,  but  in  what 
place  I  cannot  tell ;  thys  manage  maye  by  chaunce  h3mder 
my  pemraaiooe.  I  auppoae  hym  to  haue  byn  thereunto* 
dr3ruen  throughe  pouuertie,  whiche  is  to  be  pitied,  his  quali* 
ties  oonaidered/' 

Returning  to  his  other  untcachable  pupil,  he  says :  ^^  I  have 
agayne  byn  in  hande  to  perswade  Tyndali,  and  to  draw  hym 
the  rather  to  fiivour  my  perswasions,  and  not  to  thinko  the 
same  fayned,  I  shewed  hym  a  clawse  conteyned  in  maister 
CrumweU'slettie,conteyDynge  these  words  foliowinge.  ^And 
notwithstanding  other  the  premisses  in  this  my  lettre  cooteyn- 
cd,  if  it  were  possible,  by  good  and  holsom  exhortacions  to 
recoosile  and  conuerte  the  sayde  Tyndail  from  the  traync 
and  aflbction  whiche  he  now  is  in,  and  to  exccrpte,  and  take 
away  the  opynyons  and  fantasies  sorely  rooted  in  hym,  l 
doubCe  not  but  the  kynge  highness  wolde  be  muche  ioyous  of 
his  coQuerskm  and  amendemcnt  And  so  beinge  conuerted, 
if  then  he  wdde  retume  into  iiis  realme,  vndoubtedly  the

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kinges  royall  magistie  is  so  inclined  to  meicie,  pitie,and  com* 
passion,*  that  he  refusethe  none  which  he  seythe  to  submyt 
themself  to  the  obedyenoe  and  good  order  of  the  w(»lde.^  In 
these  wordes  I  thought  to  be  suebe  swetness  and  vertue  as 
were  able  to  perse  the  hardest  harte  of  the  worlde.  And  as 
I  thought,  so  it  cam  to  passe.  For  after  sight  thereof,  I  per- 
seyued  the  man  to  be  excedinge  altered,  and  to  take  the  same 
very  nere  vnto  his  hearte,  in  suche  wise  that  water  stode  in 
his  yees.  And  answered  what  gracious  wordes  are  these* 
^  I  assure  youe,'  sayed  he,  *  If  it  wdde  stande  withe  the 
kinge  most  gracious  plaisur  to  graunte  only  a  bare  text  of  the 
scripture  to  be  put  forthe  emonge  his  people,  like  as  is  put 
forthe  emonge  the  subgectes  of  the  emperour  in  these  parties, 
and  of  other  cristen  princes,  be  it  of  the  translation  of  what 
person  soever  shall  please  his  magestie,  I  shall  ymedyatlye 
make  faithfull  promyse  neuer  to  write  more,  ne  abide  two 
dayes  in  these  parties  aller  the  same :  but  ymedyatly  to  re- 
payre  into  his  realme,  and  there  most  humbly  submytt  my- 
selfe  at  the  fete  of  his  niall  magestie,  offbtkge  mt  bodtb

and  suffer.  And  as  concemynge  my  reconsiliacion  his  grace 
may  be  assured  that  what  soeuer  I  haue  sayed  or  written,  in 
all  my  life  ageynst  thonour  of  Goddes  worde,  and  so  proiied  ; 
the  same  shall  I  before  his  magestie  and  all  the  worlde,  vtterly 
renownce  and  forsake.  And  with  most  humble  and  meke 
mynde  imbrace  the  truthe,  abhorainge  all  errour  souer  at  the 
most  gracious  and  benygne  request  of  his  royall  magestie,  of 
whose  wisdome,  prudence  and  lemynge  I  hear  so  greate  prayse 
and  commendation,  then  of  any  other  creature  lyuyng.

He  adviaed  lyodale  alao  not  to 
pot  forth  hia  boke  till  hia  nn^eaty'a  moat  graoioua  fdeaam 
were  known;  but  thia  the  oAer  told  him,  came  too  hue,  aa 
the  copy  waa  out  of  hia  handa,  abd  forthwith  to  be  printodt 
thoQgh  hia  beat  endeaivoina  to  delay  it  were  promiaed. 

The  laort  ta  <ibe  Q^  of  lyndale  bear  witneaa  to  the  tendei«- 
neaa  of  hia  nature;  but  they  do  no  leaa  to  hia  firmneaa,  it  being 
evident  fiom  what  fi>llowedy  that  he  dared  not  to  conform  to 
the  eameat  wiehea  of  ro3ralty,  yet  was  diatreased  to  reaiat  them. 
Though  volunteering  to  make  all  other  sacrifices,  he  shrunk 
from  making  insincere  professions;  and  which  be  soundly 
aiguea,  the  king  had  no  right  to  demand  from  him  in  points 
of  religion.  But  Henry^s  slender  patience  was  well-nigh 
spent ;  and  finding  it  impossible  to  allure  his  victim  to  Eng- 
land, he  ia  not  anzioua  longer  to  wear  the  mask.  With  seem- 
ing indignation,  he  declares  that  he  will  not  have  the  soil  of 
hia  realm  polluted  by  such  a  desperate  herotic.  He  had  in- 
deed a  new  source  of  alarm  and  anxiety ;  for  the  influences 
that  surrounded  Tyndale,  appeared  to  be  very  infectioua  in 
their  kind.  He  began  to  fear  that  the  task  assigned  to  hia 
euYoy  waa  not.lesa  dangeroua  than  difficult;  and  employed 
all  Ma  aita  of  peiauaaioQ  and  threatening,  lest  the  intended  con- 
vert ahould  chance  to  become  tlie  converter.  Sir  Stephen, 
there  waa  reason  to  think,  as  has  sometimes  happened  in  the 
case  of  thoae  who  have  taken  upon  them  the  same  office, 
might  be  naimbt  in  his  own  net. 

The  reply  to  Vaughan^s  letters  was  drawn  by  the  secre- 
tary of  aUte,  and  laid  before  the  King :  his  alterations,  wluch

DcsiNO  the  few  jrears  of  hia  sojoiim  at  Antwerp,  Tyndale 
"  went  about  doing  gtxxi."  He  was  the  almoaer  of  hia  more 
wealthy  counHymeQ.  Saturday  and  Sunday  were  his  days 
of  relaxation  from  severe  study  :  on  the  fonner,  ho  visited  the 
^ck  and  dying  foreigners,  and  on  Siuiday,  both  before  and 
aAer  divine  service,  he  viuted  and  relieved  his  fellow-exiles. 
PeraecutioD  for  conscience  sake,  swept  like  a  pestilence,  over 
hia  native  land ;  and  carried  along  with  it,  the  worthiest  of  her 
sorts.  Many  fled  to  Antwerp  as  their  asylum  in  the  greatest 
distress;  and  found  from  Tyndale's  generous  sympathy,  both 
refreshment  to  the  spirit  and  assistance  in  pur3e.  Mr.  Offiw's 
enthusiasm  depicts  him  at  this  time,  as  in  his  charities  appear- 
ing like  an  angel  of  mercy :  in  preaching,  like  an  apestle. 

The  studies  which  occupied  the  most  of  his  time,  were  in 
the  defence  of  himself  and  the  reformation  from  the  Blandos 
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of  Sir  Thoma  More,  and  in  the  completion  of  the  translatioa  of 
the  Sacred  Scriptures.  It  ia  impossible  to  decide,  without  the 
discovery  of  new  evidence,  whether  he  translated  the  whole  of 
the  Old  Testament :  Mr.  OfTor,  from  its  general  similarity  con- 
cludes that  he  did,  and  thai  Coverdale  profited  by  his  manu- 
scripts. It  is  plain,  that,  from  Eadras  to  Malochi,  it  is  one 
translation,  published  by  Coverdale  in  1535,  and  by  )lai- 
thew  in  1537,  with  such  alterations  as  pleased  the  respec- 
tive editors :  from  Genesis  to  Esdras,  and  the  whole  New 
Testament,  are  distinct  translations,  Tyndale's  name  on  ac- 
count of  [he  rancorous  hosliliiy  of  Henry  towards  him,  in  the 
matter  of  the  divorce,  was  suppressed  in  both- 

From  1526,  when  he  added  prologues  and  glosses  to  the 
New  Testament,  he  does  not  appear  lo  have  made  any  alter- 
ation in  the  text  until  1534,  when  he  republished  it  with  con- 
siderable improvemenls  at  Antwerp,  m  small  8vo."  Some 
copies  were  piintedon  yellow  paper.  In  tliis edition,  Tyndale 
took  acivanlngo  of  criticisms  whether  friendly  or  hostile, 
towards  giving  his  version  its  last  finish.  A  fair  specimen  of

Henry  VOL  and  his  council  sobom-  ^ 
ed  and  employed  one  Henry  Phillips,  the  aoa  of  a  custom* 
bouse  officer  at  Poole,  of  gentlemanly  appearance,  who,  with  ^ 
a  valet,  came  to  Antwerp :  here  he  made  acquaintance  with 
some  of  the  merchants,  and  meeting  T3nidale,  the  latter  gava 
him  so  far  a  fatal  confidence,  as  to  invite  him,  nothing  doubt- 
ing, to  his  apartments.  Pointz,  being  somewhat  suspicious, 
asked  Tyndale  how  they  became  acquainted ;  to  which  he  re- 
plied, that  he  was  an  honest  man  and  handsomely  learned ; 
and  perceiving  that  he  had  made  so  favourable  an  iropressioD 
on  his  inmate,  the  inquiry  was  pressed  no  further.  PhiUips, 
after  having  for  some  time  dined  at  his  table  and  shared  hb 
hospitality,  went  to  Brussels,  and  with  great  pains  and  expense 
obtained  a  warrant  to  apprehend  T^ndale  for  heresy.  To  ex- 
ecute ft,  he  brought  back  with  him  the  procurer-general  and 
his  officials,  such  being  the  popularity  of  Tjnodale,  that  he 
would  not  venture  to  trust  the  officers  of  Antwerp.  He  de- 
tained these  persons  in  the  city  until  Pointz,  on  some  call  <tf 
business  had  left  it,  and  then  repairing  to  his  dwelling,  1^» 
dale  invited  him  to  go  and  dine  with  him  at  die  house  of  one 
oi  his  fn^ids,  assuring  him  of  a  hearty  welcome.  T%e  mis- 
creant next,  under  a  pretence  of  having  lost  his  purse,  bor^ 
rowed  of  his  too  credulous  victim  all  his  money.  In  passing 
through  the  narrow  entry  oi  the  hotel,  Phillips,  with  apparmH 
courtesy,  insisted  on  T3nidale  going  first ;  who  being  much 
shorter  than  himself,  he,  by  pointing  down  upon  him,  when  they 
came  to  the  door,  gave  the  signal  to  the  officers  who  had 
been  there  secreted.  He  was  immediately  seized,  together 
with  all  his  books  and  papers,  and  in  this  pennyless  conditioD 
conveyed  to  prison  at  VUvoord,  a  village  at  the  ford  between 
Brussels  and  Malines,  on  the  road  to  Antwerp.  This  a^pent 
(PhiUips)  of  the  Romish  party  in  England,  seems  to  have  weD 
schooled  himself  to  the  basest  uses  for  which  the  roost  corrupt 
church  or  party  could  want  his  services ;  the  commonest  instincts 
or  sentiments  of  humanity,  to  judge  from  the  several  paiticuhua 
of  the  flloryi  being  about  seared  within  hinu     His  oame, 
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Gakad  tfaoi  with  Tyndale's,  and  rescued  frcvro  oblivion,  carries 
ikng  with  it  to  after  times  an  infamous  notoriety. 

Wbaterer  efforts  the  most  afiectionate  regard  and  venera* 
tioQ  coold  prompt,  were  made  by  Pointz  and  the  British  mcr* 
dmti  at  Antwerp,  to  effecX  the  recoveiy  of  their  beloved 
peitor ;  but  all  in  vain.    Letters  were  immediately  dispatched 
Id  Lord  Cromwell  and  others  in  England ;  and  encouraging 
answeiB  being  received,  Points,  at  the  request  of  the  body  of 
mprchmrtB,  carried  the  communications  to  the  Lord  of  Barowe, 
following  him  post  to  Maestricht,  that  he  might  deliver  them 
in  penoD.    With  great  difficulty  he  obtained  his  answer,  and 
he  then  hastened  to  Brussels.    The  imperial  council  gave  him 
a  letter  to  Lord  Cromwell,  and  Pcnntz  undertook  himself  to 
be  its  bearer  to  London  at  the  extreme  point  of  speed.    Here 
he  was  detained  for  a  nxHith,  but,  by  perseverance  and  inter- 
est, obtaining  favourable  letters,  he  went  with  them  direct  to 
Brassels.     His  honoumble  zeal  nearly  cost  him  his  life  ;  for 
Phillips,  finding  that  it  was  very  likely  to  attain  its  end,  mana- 
ged, by  the  aid  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priests  at  Louvain,  to 
have  him  arrested  on  suspicion  of  heresy,  and  committed  to 
prison.     Witliin  one  week  he  was  examined  upon  more  than 
a  hundred  articles.    Intercourse  with  his  friends  was  cut  oiT, 
unless  he  would  write  his  letters  in  the  Dutch  language,  and 
then  give  them  in  charge  to  his  enemies.     Aware  of  his  im- 
minent peril,  he  broke  out  of  prison  by  night,  and  made  his 
escape.     Even  in  these  circumstances  of  personal  hazard  to 
himself,  his  efforts  to  save  the  life  of  Tyndalc  did  not  languish. 
Cb  the  25th  of  August,  1535,  he  wrote  to  his  brother  in  Lon- 
don a  letter  alike  honourable  to  his  pastor  and  his  own  faith- 
ful friendship.*    ^^  It  was  said  that  the  King  had  written  in 
favour  of  William  Tyndall,  now  in  prison,  and  like  to  suffer 
death,  and  it  is  feared  that  these  letters  have  been  intercepted. 
This  man  lodged  with  me  three  quarters  of  a  yere. — ^I  know

In  this  he  imitated  the  jian  of  Lather,  who  puUiahed

Hm  inndoable  life  was  now  drawing  to  a  close ;  which  had 
been  so  fer  shaded  by  the  dicumstances  in  which  his  lot  was 
oast,  Aat  to  its  natural  termination,  he  miglit  well  have 
beenieooaciled,tboii|^  premature.  The  formalities  of  a  trial 
were  gone  throu^and  he  was  condemned  by  virtue  of  a 
decree  made  at  Augdnug  against  what  was  called  heresy. 
In  September,  1586,  be  suflbred  the  dreadful  sentence,  of 
which  the  horror  is  in  some  measure  softened  by  knowing 
that  it  was  prefaced  by  the  act  of  strangling.  In  that  appall- 
ing  moment,  he  exhibited  the  firmness  and  resignation  only 
to  be  found  in  the  certain  confidence  of  having  his  portion 
with  those  ^^  shining  ones^'  in  Bunyan's  phrase,  who  had  ^  come 
out  of  great  tribulation,'^  and  who  had 

for  Jeaui*  tako, 
writhed  on  the  rack,  or  blackened  at  the  stake. 

With  the  dread  preparations  of  death  and  burning  around  him 
and  in  view,  his  last  thoughts  were  turned  upon  the  welfare  of 
the  country  which  had  driven  him  forth  a  fugitive,  and  his 
dying  voice,  was  that  of  intercession  for  his  royal  persecutor. 
Lord,  open  the  Kino  op  England's  eyes,  were  his  well- 
known  words  at  the  stake.f

In  tbia  year(1586)  were  pub- 
Hied  seven  or  oighi  oJitiaha  of  the  New  TeatameDt  in  Eo^ 
lieh.  One  of  them,  in  royal  8vo.  probably  executed  in  Paria, 
li  ft  pecoliBrly  beautiful  spedmcn  of  black-lettei  typography. 
And  aa  flnrther  eridence  of  the  general  deaiie  for  Bpiritual 
li^t,  thirteen  editioBB  of  the  wbde  Bible,  were  printed  before 
the  close  of  the  year  1541,  each  from  fiAeen  to  twen^-five 
hundred  copiea,  as  Mr.  Ofibr  afiuma,  in  extent. 

But  Henry,  wbo  was  led  by  caprice  at  every  period  of  life, 
had  in  these  his  last  years,  become  the  mere  sport  of  hia 
changing  humours.  Complainia  were  made  by  the  priests 
that  the  mass  was  forsaken  for  the  church,  for  the  sake  of  the 
chained  volumes  at  its  doors ;  and  much  ado  was  made  about 
the  disorders  that  grew  out  of  many  undertakbg  to  read  aloud. 
As  the  Popish  interest  gained  ground,  Tyndale's  testament 
was  interdicted,  and  with  it  all  his  writings,  under  heavy 
penalties:  for  the  first  offence,  ten  pounds  sterling  fine,  equal 
to  about  AAy  pounds  at  the  present  value  of  money,  and  three 
months'  imprisonment /or  eoery  book ;  for  the  second,  loss  (tf 
all  the  (^nder's  goods,  and  perpetual  imprisonment.  The 
reading  of  Corerdale  and  Cranmer's  translations  wera  limited 
to  the  higher  circlee  of  society — to  judges,  noblemen,  f^^pfimt 
and  justicea,  who  are  allowed  to  read  the  Bibles  to  (heir  ttm-

ilies.  ">[erclianls  might  read  it  in  private  to  themselves,"  bi 
from  its  use  and  benefits  all "  women  and  arlificers,  preni] 
ses,  iomymen,  seraing  men  of  the  degrees  of  yoman  or  unde 
husbandmen  and  labourers"  "  wythtn  this  realme"  were  shi 
out.  And  what  is  specially  noticeable,  there  is  no  clause  i 
allow  the  clergy  to  read  the  Bible  in  English. 

At  length  on  the  29th  of  Jan.  1&47,  Henry  the  Eighth  diei 
and  was  succeeded  by  Edward  the  Sixth,  his  son ;  that  piinc 
of  rare  hopes,  so  soon  to  be  blasted  in  death.  But  though  thei 
not  only  in  his  minority  but  his  extreme  childhood,  he  was,  vhi 
through  hb  brief  career  he  remained,  the  stedfnst  patron  i 
the  Reformed  cause,  and  under  his  auspices,  "  the  word  i 
truth  grew  and  multiplied."

Till  liomiiir  of  gi*in|;  lo  the  public  tlie  (irBi  r.aiiiplele  Rng- 
listi  Bibli^,  wns  n^tirveil  Tor  Miles  Coverdile  ;  biiiI  who 
thus  aivii|p3  in  mine  son  with  liis  prcilecesaor  Tyndale,  thai 
iiiterpsi  Diul  ri'Voreiioo  wiih  posterity,  wliifli  we  nniiiratly  yield 
to  the  oiber,  M  the  gnat  pioneer  of  a  forlorn  hope.  Kio; 
Henry  had  prerioual;  lolhii  time  hroken  with  the  Pap«,  while 
bj  calling  Cninmer  to  the  Primacy  and  Croiiitrell  to  the  new- 
ly^onHituted  office  of  Vicar-GenerBl,  the  brighteot  proepeeu 
opaned  before  the  cauae  of  the  ReformelioD  in  England.  Cov- 
erdale  was  a  native  of  Yorkshire,  and  afterwanla  of  the  order 
of  Austin  Friars  in  Camhridge ;  until  falling  under  the  rnnpl- 
cion  of  bvoring  the  opinion!  of  Liither,  be  fled  for  safety  bo> 
yood  SPSS,  where  he  diligently  applied  biimelf  to  the  study 
and  translation  of  the  Scriptnres.

rivation of  aoch  paasagea  to  them  that  be  better  learned." 

Tha  Original  edition  of  this  Bible  waa  in  folio.  It  waa  is- 
loed  in  that  form  in  1550,  and  also  in  4to. ;  and  appeared  once 
onia  [4to.]  fbr  the  laat  time  in  1560.  Four  iropreasiona  of  tha . 
Naw  Teatamant  aeparately  were  published  within  the  same 
period.  Coverdale^  name  is  pleasingly  associated  with  much 
of  the  biblical  literature  of  the  time.  His  concern  in  what  waa 
ctlled  M attbew*s  Bible,  will  soon  appear,  and  at  the  lapse  of 
twenty  years  the  reader  meets  him  again  in  the  GencTan  com- 
pany of  tranalators.  Haring  maintained  in  bis  Preface,  the 
utility  of  **  sundry  translations,"  be  consistently  gives  his  aid  to 
the  kindred  endeavoura  of  those  who  came  after,  and  leaves  his 
own  to  its  fate.  Coverdale  rose  to  the  dignity  of  liishop  of  Ex- 
eter, and  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  81,  in  1565. 

Thomas  Matthew's  Bible  appeared  in  1537,  ''set  fortho" 
aa  ita  title-page  makes  known,  **  by  the  king's  most  gracyous 
license,"  procured  fbr  it  at  the  instance  of  Cranmerand  Crom- 
well, who  were  ita  patrons  finom  the  first  Injunctions,  through 
tbara,  were  procured  aa  in  tha  caae  of  Corerdale,  to  ensure  its 
publie  diffusion  and  uaefulness.    Gnflon  and  Whitchurch,  ita 
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priuinrB,  iesiied  fifleen  hundred  copiea  at  an  outlaj  on  their 
part,  of  five  hundred  pounds — a  grear  Mim  fbr  thai  day.  Lewii 
inchnee  lo  believe,  ii  wiu  Grei  printed  at  Marpnrg  in  Hewe,  or 
Mertxick  in  the  Duchy  of  Wirtemburg.  Strypa  howem 
"  gucBseil"  iliat  it  was  primed  at  Hambui^,  Mr.  Offor  namn 
Liibcck,  nnd  Mr.  Warley,  that  more  probably  it  woa  in  Pirir 
ir  the  reader  should  iiaturatly  enough  aait.  Why  not  in  Lonilop 
raibcr,  since  the  royal  counienance  followed  it,  the  editor  nn- 
not  resolve  the  inquiry.  Thomas  Matthew  or  T.  M. — for  thr 
more  common  reference  perhnps  is  by  ioiiiala, — is  bill  the 
"  shodow  of  o  iiatue ;"  the  scIubI  auiMrviaor,  aa  tradition  bit*, 
bcin^  the  celebrated  marlyr,  John  Rogers.  Hence  the  work  ir 
indiflerently  Iiiiown  by  the  Gctjiious  or  real  name.  The  former 
■ppenrs  to  have  been  resorted  to,  from  the  prejudices  »till  r«n- 
ing,  in  some  quarters,  against  llic  true  translstora.  Who  tbet* 
were  however,  is  a  much  debaieil  point.  Lewis,  who  tptilts 
of  it  as  "made  by  sevcrol  hands,"  throws  out  the  coiijeriiire 
that  Mallheie  as  "  being  the  name  of  neither,  may  have  been

But  iho 
epithet,  in  urialnaaa  of  api|ieh,  balonga  to  none  of  them,  hia 
oa|y  eieeptedt  wlio  ••  ieadiog  the  way,  had  no  pradeoeaaor  iO 
lout  npe%  hot  whom  all  hia  auecesaora  aeem  to  hare  been 
willinf  10  makOy  mora  or  ieaa  etoaely,  the  baaifl  of  their  own  la^ 
boura.  Thla  ia  eertaioJy  true  at  leeat,  until  we  eome  to  the 
▼onioiiaof  Eliatbeth^  reign,  whicb  may  be  thought  to  ha?e  a 
wider  departure  from  Tyndale,  especially  the  Genevan.  Cran- 
nier'a  Bible»  howerer  it  may  be  designutod,  has  certainly  some 
cbaraeterifltic  marka.  Such  for  instance,  are  those  occasional 
ioeluaiona,  aa  the  reader  will  see,  of  brief  fragments  into  the 
text,  commonly  indeed  in  crotchets ;  which  sometimes  seem 
to  be  bat  expanalooa  of  ita  meaning,  and  sometimes,  additional 
matter,  derired,  it  appeara  not  whence.  The  prologuea  and 
notea  of  Tyndale,  whicb  had  been  dropped  by  Coverdale,  and 
then  realored  to  Thomas  Matthew's  Bible,  were  now  once 
more  rejected,  (icom  being  found  to  give  great  offence  to  those 
who  atill  retained  their  Catholic  prepossessions.  Tbe  much- 
bofleted  text,  **  There  are  three  that  bear  record,"  etc  (1  John 
V.  7)  aa  waa  aaid  before,  was  printed  in  crotchets,  aa  of  quae- 
tionable  authority.  Lewia  obaerves  that  ^  Tyndale  had  set  the 
example  ia  hia  first  edition  of  1596,  and  in  tbe  later  impreasiona 
of  15SS^  1536^  1587,  on  the  authority  of  Luther  and  the  great

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Erasmus,  who  in  bis  Latin  translation  of  the  New  Testameo^ 
published  at  Basil,  A.  D.  1518,  omitted  the  passage  though  be 
restored  it  in  his  third  edition  four  years  after,  ne  cut  fwfi 
OMa  ctdumniandu 

How  much  the  name  of  Cranmer,  as  coupled  with  this  work^ 
implies,  it  would  be  pleasant  to  know.  But  none  of  the  aa- 
thorities  give  the  least  clue  for  concluding  whether  he  had  anj 
immediate  concern  in  its  preparation,  or  whether,  as  is  mora 
likely,  it  was,  like  Parker*s  Bible  which  followed,  honored  with 
his  name  as  being  done  under  his  Primacy.  But  eren  in  this 
latter  case,  one  must  wonder,  that  they  have  not  thought  it 
worth  while  to  name,  to  whom  was  committed  the  labouring 
oar.  The  Psalter  used  to  this  day  in  the  Book  of  Common- 
Prayer,  is  a  part  and  relic  of  the  version  now  described. 
Cranmer  was  published,  as  it  would  seem  from  Lewis,  for  the 
eighth  and  last  time  in  1568,  the  date  of  the  birth  of  the 
Bishops' ;  which,  with  other  circumstances,  leads  one  to  regard 
the  two,  as  respectively  the  authorised  or  couri-Bibles  of  their 
time.  In  the  msrginal  readings  of  the  present  work,  it  will 
be  apparent  how  often  they  are  found  together  and  alone ; 
and  the  deference,  with  which  the  later  treads  in  the  steps  of 
the  earlier  work. 

The  same  year  [1539]  gave  birth  to  another  edition,  or  as  he 
styled  it.  Recognition  of  the  English  Bible  by  Rtcbaedk  Tav- 
caifER,  a  gentleman  of  Norfolk,  bom  in  1505,  educated  at 
Christ-Church,  Oxford,  and  afterwards  a  member  of  the  Inner- 
Temple,  where  his  way  was,  ^  it  is  said,  to  quote  the  law  hi 
Greek  when  he  read  any  thing  thereof."  In  1534,  he  went  to 
court,  being  taken  into  the  service  of  Cromwell,  then  principal 
secretary  of  state,  and  by  his  influence  was  promoted  in  civil  life. 
While  in  this  post  he  accomplished  the  work  under  review, 
**  being  very  probably  encouraged  so  to  do  by  his  master  on 
account  of  his  expertness  and  proficiency  in  the  Greek  tongue." 
Lewis  calls  this  work  ^  neither  a  bare  revise!  nor  yel  strictly  a 
new  version,  but  between  both."  This  is  said  by  way  of  ooni* 
ment  on  Bishop  Bale,  who  styles  it  '^  a  recognition  [Query — if

noOB  exceed  three  or  four  wiibiu  tba!  ^riod. 

Tke  acceaaion  of  Elizabeth  [155S]  brought  back  tbe  nume- 
n>na  refiigeca  fh>ra  the  acourge  of  Haiy ;  of  whom  tho  majority 
liad  Battled  al  Fnuikfbrt  od  the  Rfaine,  or  at  Geneva.  Tba 
year  before  waa  iaaaed  from  the  tatter  place,  the  New  Teata- 
ment  in  what  ia  eommonif  knowa  aa  tbe  GafiaTA.i  veraian,  iti 
%  aniall  ISino  volume,  with  a  very  beauiirul  type.  It  baa  the 
Lliaiinction  of  fim  giving,  in  an  Engliab  dreaa,  tbe  scriplurea  in 
•eparate  veraea^  and  numbarad  aa  at  preaant;  which  tmprovo- 
ritent  waa  followed  by  tbe  Bifbopa' :  Robert  Stephena,  it  ia  well 
known,  bad  reaorted  to  tbia  eipedtenr,  in  an  edition  of  the 
Greek  Teatainefit,  pnbliabed  five  or  aix  ; eara  before,  aa  a  tneana 
of  eaay  and  direct  reference  to  particular  paaaagaa.  In  aonM 
of  the  eariy  Engliah  Biblea,  capital  lettera  had  been  uved  at 
certain  intervala  in  the  ma^in,  aa  if  anawering  to  iho  para- 
grapha.  Tkia  work  waa  the  joint  labour  of  Milea  Coverdale, 
Chriai.  Goodman,  Anth.  Gilby,  Thoe.  SampaoD,  Wro.  Cole  (of 
C^paa  CkrM  College,  Oxoa.)  and  Wm.  Whiiingbam,  all 
uaImM  Calrinlata,  both  in  doctrine  and  diaeipline ;  who  reaped 
[ba  baoefit  of  Calvin'a  advice,  yet  living,  and  of  Baza,  towarda 
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its  lait  finish.  Corerdale,  to  whose  osme  the  reeder  has  now 
become  fkmiliar,  had  in  Edward's  reign  returned  to  England, 
and,  both  for  his  serrieea  to  the  Reformed  Aith  and  for  ha 
scriptural  learning,  been  raised  to  the  see  of  Exeter ;  but  was 
toon  compelled,  once  more,  to  find  safety  in  exile.  The  Old 
Testament  being  yet  unfinished,  some  of  the  company  Kngersd 
behind,  to  complete  it,  and  the  whole  was  issued  at  GeneTa  in 
1560,  4to.  by  Rowland  Hall. 

This  fraternity  of  translators  were  all  imbued,  more  or  lesi 
deeply,  with  Puritanism,  (obviously  derived  firom  the  place  of 
their  foreign  sojourn)  and  with  more  liberal  notions  of  goTem- 
ment  in  church  and  state,  than  could  well  be  endured  by  the 
dominant  or  high-church  fwrty.  As  this  often  tinctures  the 
notes,  the  work  was  with  them  of  course  no  favourite.  But  so 
generally  was  it  preferred  and  used  in  private  fiimilieii,  on  ae- 
count  of  these  very  notes,  according  to  Lewis,  that  more  than 
ikirhf  editions  in  folio,  4to,  and  8vo,  were  issued  from  15G0  to 
1615,  mostly  by  the  royal  printers.  Elditions  of  it  also  appeared 
at  Geneva,  Edinburgh,  and  Amsterdam.  Long  after  the  era 
of  the  present  Received  rersion  (so  called)  and  its  nursing- 
ftthers  of  the  throne  and  hierarchy  had  urged  it  into  general 
circulation  among  an  unwilling  people,  these  last  lamented  the 
want  of  the  marginal  comments,  which  had  become  endeared 
by  use,  and  protested  there  was  no  such  thing  as  discerning  the 
word  of  God  aright,  without  '  the  Geneva  spectacles.'  King 
James's  translators  were  indeed — as  appears  from  the  Tabular 
List  of  printed  Bibles  appended  to  Lewis — with  all  their  ex- 
trinsic advantages,  driven  to  the  device  of  tacking  to  their  own 
version  the  bulk  of  the  notes  of  the  Genevan,  by  way  of  giving 
it  vantage-ground  in  the  rivalry  for  public  favour;  a  rsaort 
practised  with  more  than  one  edition.  The  Genevan  BiUe 
was  published,  as  Lewis  gives  us  lo  suppose,  as  late  as  1706. 
Of  the  works  noticed  in  the  present  Sketch,  the  rarity  of  aooie 
of  them,  in  this  eountry  at  least,  exceeds  that  of  almoal  all 
other  books  ia  the  language.    That  a  single  copy  maj

Tbe  great  popularity  of  the  Genevan  with  the  many,  in  the 
4qr  that  it  flonridied,  did  not  All  short,  as  has  been  already 
aaen,  of  its  estimation  with  the  critical  few  in  afler  times.    To 
the  editor  therefore  it  has  long  been,  and  is  yet,  an  unsolved 
^pigfna,  why  the  Puritan  delegates  at  the  Hampton  Court  Con- 
fimoce,  should  have  made  so  much  stir  about  a  new  versiou 
of  the  scriptures.     At  least  tbe  high-chnrch  party,  for  aught 
that  appears  to  the  contrary,  may  stand  absolved  from  the 
credit  or  the  blame  (as  one  pleases  to  call  it)  of  the  new  uuder- 
taking,  which  was  there  and  then  put  in  train.     Perhaps  in- 
deed, tbe  claraorousness  spoken  of,  was  confined  to  Dr.  Rey* 
nofcJs,  their  most  amred  spokesman.     Fuller,*  whose  account 
of  tbe  debate  is  minute,  implicates  no  one  else  in  the  matter. 
Whether,  like  Hugh  Broughton  afterwards  in  relation  to  the 
liresent  Versiont  he  had  any  private  pique  to  indulge,  cannot 
well  be  known.    Besides  too,  though  the  Genevan  was,  with 
few  eiceptions,  the  houtehold  Bible,  yet  the  Bishops',  we  may 
remember,  was  the  atUkorizedj — the  Bible  of  the  churches :  it 
may  l>c  therefbre,  that  the  real  concern  was,  to  put  this  last  aside. 
Towards  that  indeed  (its  character  as  well  as  iu  origin  consider- 
ed,) it  is  natural  enough,  that  the  Puritans  shonid  have  had  no 
very  kindly  feeling.  But  the  other  was  the  armory  of  their  most- 
prized  peculiarities.  To  think  for  a  moment  of  the  version

It  appeared  id  large  fSiXo,  1568, 
elegantly  printed  hj  Richard  Jugge.  "  The  reTiaera-  were  di- 
reeled,*  aaya  Parker  in  hia  preface,  **  to  follow  the  former  tran^ 
btion''  [Cranmer^]  more  than  an  j  other ;  aa  a  Tike  deference  to 
die  Biahopi^  iiaelf  waa  enjoined  upon  their  aucceaaora  in  King 
Imnkvtfn  tioae.  The  initial  aignaturea  of  the  authors  ia  moat 
eomnioDly  to  be  Iband  at  the  end  of  their  reapective  portion^ 
in  the  true  Epiaeopal  atyle,— the  chriatian  name  and  the  name 
of  the  biahoprie  conjoined  (in  Latin) ;  and  by  tbia  mark  the 
Bible  may,  in  a  degree,  be  ascertained. 

Strype  aays  that  the  capita!  letter,  comraenciog  Genesis,  was 
adorned  with  the  amis  of  the  see  of  Canterbury  [the  archi- 
episcopol  see]  :  in  the  second  edition  [1572J  stands  the  picture 
of  the  Lord-Treasurer  [Burghley]  before  the  Psalms,  the  book 
of  which,  as  being  his  great  delight,  appears  in  his  hand. 

With  all  the  high  patronage  it  enjoyed,  it  does  not  seem  to 
have  got  much  poaseasion  of  the  kingdom,  beyond  its  pulpits, 
moat  editions,  aa  Lewis  says,  being  in  folio  and  quarto :  he  *'  had 
never  heard  of  but  one  in  8vo.  [small  black  letter,  1569]  and  a 
New  Teatament  impression  only,  1613.**  What  was  thought 
of  the  spirit  and  motives  in  which  the  version  had  its  origin, 
may  be  inferred  from  the  nickname  under  which  it  went  for  a 
time  with  many,  of  Elizabeth's  Opposition  Bible, 

At  the  Hampton  Court  Conference,  in  1603,  the  first  year  of 
James's  reign,  waa  the  movement  first  given  to  the  translation 
which  bears  bb  name.  It  was  begun  in  1607,  and  completed 
in  161 1.  To  enter  into  its  history  is  not  called  fur  by  the  scope 
of  the  present  narrative ;  and  the  Editor  would  have  been  as 
well  pleaaed  to  have  been  sjmred  the  unthankful,  but  unavoid- 
able office,  of  touching  in  the  preceding  Sketch,  with  however 
It  a  hand|  on  ita  character  and  merits. 
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Of  the  foregoiDg  BiblM^  the  following  editions  have  been 
used  in  collating  for  the  present  work : — ^Thomas  MattbewV, 
fol.  1549 ;  Tavemer's,  fol.  1551 ;  CranmerV,  or  the  Great  BiUe, 
small  4to.  1541 ;  the  Geneyan,  4to.  1579 ;  the  Bishops*,  fol.  1575. 
Coverdale*^  variations,  the  Editor  has  been  constrained  to  de- 
rire  at  second-hand  only,  (and  of  course  to  great  difladvantage) 
through  the  medium  of  Bishop  Wilson*^  edition  of  the  Bible, 
[3  Tols.  4to.  1785]  in  the  margin  of  which  they  are  quoted ; 
but  often  with  singular  indistinctness,  and,  (to  judge  from  the 
references  to  other  vernons  used  in  the  same  connection,  wbicb 
he  had  opportunity  to  consult  directly,)  not  with  a  fidelity  to  be 
always  or  confidently  relied  upon.  Of  CoTerdaleHi  New  Tes- 
tament, or  what  purports  to  be  such,  there  Is  a  copy  hi  small  8fO^ 
supposed  about  1536,  (for, as  commonly  happens  with  these  bibli- 
cal  antiques,  the  title-page  is  wanting)  in  the  Boston  AtheneraoiL 
But  the  Trustees  of  that  institution  did  not  see  fit  to  fhrther  the 
interests  of  biblical  and  antiquarian  learning,  to  the  degree  of 
granting  its  free  loan  and  convenient  use  towards  the  improve* 
ment  of  the  present  work.

A  good  man 
oute  of  the  good  treasure  of  hys  hertz  bryngeth  forthe  good 
thynffes.  Aiid  an  evyll  man  out  off  his  evyll  treasurez  biyng- 
eth  forth  evyll  thynges.  But  I  say  unto  youz  that  of  eveiy 
ydell  wordez  that  men  shall  have  spoken :  they  shall  geve  a 
countes  at  the  daye  off  iudgement  For  by  thy  wordes  thou 
shalt  be  iustifyed :  and  by  thy  wordes  thou  shah  be  condem- 
ned.

me.

The  woman  sayde  mito  h3rm ;  djrr  i  perceave  that  thou 
rte  a  prophet  Oure  lathers  worshipped  in  this  moimtayne  : 
jid  ye  say  thatt  in  Jerusalem  ia  the  place  where  men  ought 
I  praye.  Jesus  sayde  vnto  her  :  woman  ^  trust  me/  The 
3ure  cotnmeth/  when  ye  shall  nether  in  this  mountayne/  nor 
ct  att  Jerusalem/  worshippe  the  father,  ye  worshippe  ye 
ot  neare  what/  we  knowe  what  we  worshippe.  For  salva* 
ou  commelh  of  the  iewes.  But  the  houre  commeth/  and

Jesus  i 
sayd  vnto  them :  My  meate  ys  to  fulfill  the  will  offhym  that 
sent  me/  And  to  fynnysshe  hys  worcke.  Saye  not  ye : 
There  cure  yett  foure  monethes/  and  then  commeth  harvest? 
Beholde  I  saye  vnto  you/  lyfle  vppe  youre  eyes/  and  Idee  oo 
the  regions :  For  they  arc  whyte  allredy  vnto  harvest.  And 
he  that  repeth  receaveth  rewarde/  and  saddereth  frute  vnto 
lyfe  ctemall :  That  bothe  he  that  sowcm/  ^^  myght  reioyce 
also/  and  he  thatt  repeth.  And  here  in  ys  the  ^^  sayinge  true/ 
that  won  soweth/  And  another  repeth.  I  sent  you  to  repc 
that  wheron  ye  bestowed  no  laboure.  O  ther  men  laboured/ 
And  ye  are  entred  into  their  labours. 

Many  off  the  Samaritans  off  the  cite  bcleved  on  hym/  For 
the  womans  sayinge/  whych  testifyed  :  He  told  me  all  thynges 
that  ever  I  did.  Then  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  vnto 
hym/  They  besought  hym/  that  he  woulde  tary  wyth  them. 
And  he  aboode  there  two  dayes.  And  many  moo  beloved 
because  off  hys  awne  wordes.  And  sayde  vnto  the  woman : 
Nowe  we  belcvc  nott  be  cause  off  thy  sayinge.  For  we  have 
horde  hym  oure  selves/  and  knowe  thatt  thys  ys  even  in  dede 
Christ  the  savioure  off  the  worlde. 

After  two  dayes/  he  departed  thence/  and  went  awaye  into 
gallic.  And  Jesus  hym  silfe  testifyed/  that  a  prophet  ^^  hath 
none  honoure  in  hys  awne  countrc.  Then  as  sone  as  he  was 
come  into  galile/  the  Galileans  rcceaved  hym  which  had  sene 
all  thynges/  that  he  did  at  Jerusalem  on  the  feaste.  For  they 
went  also  vnto  the  feast  daye.  And  Jesus  cam  agayne  into 
Cana  of  Gahle/  where  he  *"*  tourned  water  into  wyne. 

And  there  was  a  certayne  rueler/  whose  sonne  was  sicke  at 
Capernaum.  As  sone  as  he  herde  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of 
icwry  into  Galile  he  went  vnto  hym/  and  besought  him/  that 
he  wolde  descende/  and  hcale  his  sonne :  For  he  ^^  was  even 
redy  to  deye.  Then  sayde  Jesus  vnto  hym  :  Excepte  ye  se 
signes  and  wonders/  ye  beleve  not.  The  rueler  sayde  vnto 
hym  :  Syr  ^^  come  awaye  or  ever  that  my  chylde  deye.  Jesus 
sayde  vnto  hym  goo  thy  waye.  thy  sonne  liveth.  And  the 
man  bcleved  the  wordes  that  Jesus  had  spoken  vnto  hym/  and 
went  his  waye.    And  anon  as  he  went  on  his  waye/  his  ser-

Thys 
y»  agayne  the  seconde  myracle'  that  Jesua  did/  after  he  cam 
out  of  Jewry  into  Gialile.

AAer  that/  Jmus  founde  hym  in  the  temple/  and  myd  Toto 
hym:  BehoMe  thou  arte  made  whole/  ae  thou  aynne  no 
moore/  leat  a  worwe  thinge  ^happqi  nrto  the.  Themande* 
mated/  and  toMe  the  iewea  that  yt  waa  Jeaua/  the  whyche 
nad  made  hym  whole.  And  thenbiB  the  iewea  did  pene* 
cote  Jeaui/  and  aoudit  *the  meanea  to  alee  hym/  be  cauae 
he  had  done  theae  ttiyngea  on  the  aaboth  daye.  Jesus  an- 
swered them:  My  fiither  worketh  hidderlo/  and  I  woike. 
Therfore  Uie  iewes  sought  the  moore  to  kill  hym/  not  on- 
ly be  cauw  he  had  luoken  the  aaboth :  but  sayde  alsoo 
tkt  god  was  his  father/  and  made  hym  sUfe  equaU  with 
god. 

Thenanswered  Jesus  and  sayde  unto  them:  verely/verely

1  Unto  the  eitie  of  Tiheriaa  in  Galilee,  On,  Of  GalUee,  which  is  the 
sea  of  [or  of,  G.]  Tiberias,  Cr.  (Ten.  Bp$, 
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folowed  hym/  be  cause  they  hadde  seoe  the  myracles  thai  he 
did  on  them  which  were  diseased.  Jesus  went  vp  into  a 
mountayne/  and  there  he  sate  with  his  disciples  (And  ester  a 
feaste  of  the  iewes/  was  nye)  Then  Jesus  lifte  Tppe  hys  eyes/ 
and  saw  a  greate  company  come  Tnto  hjrm/  ana  sayde  vnto 
Philip :  whence  shall  we  bye  breed  that  these  might  eate :

When  even  was  come  his  disciples  went  vnto  the  see/  and 
entred  into  a  shyppe.  And  went  over  the  see  vnto  capemaum. 
And  ^  anon  it  was  darcke/  and  Jesus  was  not  come  to  them. 
And  the  see  arose  with  a  greate  wynde.''  when  they  had 
rowed  aboute  a  xxv.  or  a  xxx.  furlonges/  they  sawe  Jesus 
walke  on  the  see/  and  to  drawe  nye  vnto  the  shyppe/  and  they 
were  afrayed.  He  sayd  vnto  them :  Itt  is  1/  be  nott  a  frayde. 
Then  ^  wolde  they  have  receaved  hym  into  the  shippe/  and 
the  shippe  was  by  and  by  at  the  londe  whyther  they  went.

dples  were  gone  awaye  alone  ^  (There  cam  other  shippes 
worn  Tiberias  nye  vnto  me  place/  where  they  ate  breed/  ^^  when 
the  lorde  had  blessed)  Then  when  tfie  people  sawe  that  Jesus 
was  not  there  nether  hys  disciples/  They  also  toke  shippynge 
and  cam  to  Capernaum  sekinge  for  Jesus. 

And  when  they  had  founde  hym  on  the  other  syde  of  the 
see/  they  sayd  vnto  hym :  ^^  Master  when  cameet  thou  bidder  ? 
Jesus  answered  them  and  sayde :  yerely  verely  I  saye  ynto 
you :  ye  seke  me/  nott  be  cause  ye  sawe  the  myracles :  but 
be  cause  ye  ate  of  the  ^^  breed/  and  were  filled.  Laboure 
not  for  the  meate  which  perissheth/  but  for  the  meate  that 
endoreth  vnto  everlast3mge  lyfe/  whiche  meate  the  sonne  of 
man  shall  geve  vnto  you.  For  hym  hath  god  the  father 
sealed. 

Then  sayde  they  vnto  hym :  what  shall  we  do  that  we 
myght  worke  the  workes  of  god  ?  Jesus  answered  and  sayd 
vnto  them :  This  is  the  worke  of  god/  that  ye  belcvc  on  him/ 
whom  he  hath  sent.  They  sayde  vnto  hym :  what  sione 
shewest  thou  then  f  that  we  ^^  maye  se  and  bcleve  the. 
What  doest  thou  worke  ?  oure  fathers  did  eate  manna  in  the 
desert/  as  yt  ys  written  :  He  gave  them  breed  from  heven  to 
eate.  Jesus  sayde  vnto  them :  verely  verely  I  saye  vnto 
you :  Moses  gave  you  not  breed  from  heven  :  but  my  father 
gcveth  you  the  true  breed  from  heven.  ^^  For  he  is  the  breed 
of  God/  which  commeth  doune  from  heven/  and  geveth  lyfe 
vnto  the  worlde. 

Then  sayde  they  vnto  hym :  Master  ever  moore  geve  vs 
this  breed.  And  Jesus  sayde  vnto  them :  I  am  ^^  that  breed 
of  lyfe.

I  am  that  livynge  breed  which 
cam  doune  from  heven.  if  eny  man  eate  of  this  breed/  he 
shall  live  for  ever.

Jesus  sayde  vnto 
them :  Verely/  verely  I  saye  unto  you/  except  ye  eate  the 
flesshe  off  the  sonne  of  man/  and  drynke  his  oloude/  ye 
^  shall  not  have  lyfe  in  you.  Whosoever  eateth  my  flesshe/ 
and  drynketh  my  bloudde/  the  same  hath  eteriMll  lyfe :  And 
I  will  rayse  hym  vp  at  the  last  daye.  For  my  flesshe  is 
^meate  in  dede:  ana  my  bloudde  is  ^drynke  in  d^e.  He 
thatt  eateth  my  flesshe  and  diynketh  my  bloudde/  dwelleth  io 
me  and  I  in  hym.  As  my  lyvynge  fatlier  hath  sent  me/  even 
■oolyve  Ihj  my  Either :  and  he  hSbiX  eateth  me/  shall  live  ^  by 
me.  This  is  ^  the  breed  which  cam  from  heven :  Nott  as 
youre  fathers  have  eaten  manna  and  are  deed:  He  that  eateth 
of  this  breed/  shall  live  ever.

As  sone  as  his  brethren  were  goone  yppe/  then  went  he  also 
vppe  vnto  the  feast/  nott  openly :  but  as  it  were  prevely. 
Then  sought  hym  the  iewes  at  the  feast/  and  sayde  :  where 
is  he  ?  And  moche  murmurynge  was  there  of  hym  amonge 
the  people.  Some  sayde  He  is  eoode.  Wother  sayde  naye/ 
but  he  dcceaveth  the  people.  No  man  spake  openly  of  hym/ 
for  feare  of  the  iewes. 

^  In  the  myddes  of  the  feast/  Jesus  went  vppe  into  the  tem- 
ple/ and  taught  And  the  iewes  marvelled/  saiynge :  Howe 
knoweth  he  the  scriptures  ?  seynge  that  he  never  learned. 
Jesus  answered  them/  and  sayde :  My  doctrine  is  nott  mync/ 
butt  hys  thatt  sent  me.  YfT  any  man  wyll  do  hys  will/  he 
shall  knowe  of  the  doctrine/  whether  it  be  of  ffod  :  or  wheth- 
er 1  spake  of  my  silfe.

Doth  eny  of  the  nielen/  or  off  the  pharises 
beleve  on  hym  ?  butt  ^the  conunen  people  whyche  knowe 
not  the  lawe  are  a  cursed.  Nicodemus  sayde  Ynto  tfaem 
(He  that  cam  to  Jesus  by  nyght  whych  was  one  off  them) 
i)oth  cure  lawe  iudge  eny  man/  befcnre  it  be  herde/  and 
knowen/  what  he  hath  done  ?  They  answered/  and  sayde 
▼nto  hym :  Arte  thou  alsoo  off  Galfle  ?  Searche  and  loke/ 
for  out  of  Gdile  aryseth  noo  prcqphet  And  every  man  went 
vntohisawne  houne. 

JESUS  went  vntothe  Mounte  Olhrete/  and  eriy  in  the  mom* 
^  ynge  cam  agayne  into  the  temple/  and  all  the  people  cam 
▼nto  hym.  And  he  sate  doune/  and  tanght  them.  The 
scribes  and  phanses  brought  vnto  hym  a  woman  taken  in 
advoutiy/  and  sett  her  in  te  middes  and  sayde  vnto  hym : 
Master  thys  woman  was  taken  in  advoutiy/  ^  even  as  the  dede 
was  a  doyng.

It  was 
that  Msury  which  annojrntea  ^  Jesus  with  oyntment/  and  ^  wept 
his  fete  with  her  heoe/  whose  brother  Lazarus  was  sicke/ 
and  his  ^  sister  sent  mto  hym  sayinge :  Lorde  behdde/  he 
whom  thou  lovest  is  sicke.  When  Jesus  that  herde  he  sayd : 
this  ^  iniirmite  is  not  vnto  deth  But  for  the  laude  of  cod/  that 
tiie  Sonne  off  god  mycht  be  praysed  by  the  reason  of  it.  Je- 
sus loved  Martha  and  her  sister/  and  Lazarus.  ^  AAer  be 
herde  thatt  he  was  sicke/  ^  then  aboode  he  two  dayes  still  in 
the  same  place  where  he  was. 

Then  after  that  sayd  he  to  his  disciples :  lett  vs  goo  into 
iewry  agayne.  His  disciples  sayde  vnto  hjrm :  Master/  the 
iewes  lately  sought  meanes  to  stone  the :  and  wilt  thou  eoo 
thither  agayne  ?

Then  when  Mary  was  come/  where  Jesus  was  and  sawe 
hym  she  ^^  fell  doune  at  his  fete/  sayinge  vnto  hym  :  Lorde 
if  thou  haddest  bene  here/  my  brother  had  not  bene  deed. 
When  Jesus  sawe  her  wepe/  and  the  iewcs  also  wepe/  whych 
cam  with  her.  He  croned  in  his  spret/  and  ^^  vexed  hym 
silfe  and  sayde :  Where  have  ye  layed  hym  ?  They  sayde 
vnto  hym :  Lorde  come  and  se.  Aiid  Jesus  wept  Then 
sayde  the  iewes :  Beholde  howe  he  loved  hym.  Some  off 
them  sayde :  Coulde  not  he  which  openned  the  eyes  of  the 
blynde/  have  ^^  made  also/  that  this  man  shulde  not  have 
deyed?  Jesus  agayne  ^nyngc  in  hym  silfe  cam  to  the 
grave/  it  was  a  cave/  and  a  stone  layde  on  it. 

Jesus  sayd :  Take  ye  awaye  the  stone.  Martha  (the  sister 
of  hym  that  was  deed)  sayde  vnto  him  :  Lorde  ^'^  by  this  tyine 
he  stenketh.  For  he  had  bene  deed  foure  dayes.  Jesus 
sayde  vnto  her :  Sayde  I  not  vnto  the/  that  if  thou  ^^  diddest 
beleve/  thou  shuldest  se  the  glory  of  God.  Then  they  toke 
awaye  the  stone  from  the  place  where  the  deed  was  layde. 
Jesus  li(\e  vppe  his  eyes  and  sayd :  Father  ^*  I  geve  the  thankes

by  I  sayde  h/  that  th^  myg^t  beleve/  that  thou  haat  sent  me. 

And  when  he  thus  bed  npoken/ he  erred  with  aloud  Toyoe/ 
Lazarus  come  forthe/  and  be  that  waa  deed  cam  fbrdi  boimde 
hand  and  fote/  with  ^bondes  [after  the  manner  as  they  were 
wonte  to  bynde  their  deed  with  all.]  And  his  fiioe  was  ooonde 
with  a  napkm  Jesus  sayde  TUto  them :  loose  hym/  and  lett 
hjrmgoa  Thenmany  of  theJeweswbichcam  tomaiy/and 
had  sene  the  thynges  which  Jesus  did/  bdeved  on  hym. 
But  some  off  them  went  their  wayes  to  the  phariaea/  and  tdde 
them  what  Jesus  had  done. 

Then  sidered  the  hye  piestes  and  phaiises  a  oounsell  and 
sayde:  ^iniat^dowe?  This  man  doeth  many  miiacleB.  Yf  we 
lett  hym  ^scape  thus  all  men  will  beleve  on  hym.  And  the 
romaynes  shall  come  and  take  away  ^  oure  countxe  and  people. 
And  won  of  them  named  Cayphas :  which  was  the  hy^  prest 
that  same  yeare/  sayde  ynto  them :  Ye  peiceave  notfaynge  att 
all  nor  yett  consider  that  it  is  ^  expedient  for  vs/  that  won  man 
deiye  for  the  people/  and  ^nol  tluit  all  die  peqple  peiisshe. 
Tms  spake  he  nott  of  hvm  mlfe :  butt  beynce  hye  preete  that 
same  yeaie/  prophesied  he  that  Jesus  shmde  deye  for  the 
people/  and  not  for  the  people  ocly :  but  what  he  ahulde  gad- 
der  to  gedder  in  won  the  children  of  God  which  were  scat* 
tered  abroode.  From  that  daye  ^  kept  they  a  counsell  to 
gedder  for  to  put  hym  to  deeth. 

Jesus  therfore  walked  no  more  openly  amonge  the  iewes : 
butt  went  his  waye  thence  vnto  a  countre  ny  to  a  wildemes 
into  a  cite  called  effreym/  and  there  ^haxmted  with  his  dis- 
ciples. 

The  iewes  ester  was  neye  att  bond/  and  many  went  out 
of  the  countre  vppe  to  Jerusalem  before  the  ester  to  purify 
diem  selves.  Then  ^sought  they  for  Jesus,  and  spalce  bi- 
twene  them  selves  as  they  stode  in  the  temple :  What  thynke 
ye  ^seynge  he  commeth  not  to  die  feasL    The  hye  prestes

The  people  that  was  with  hym/  'when  he  called  Lazarus 
out  off  his  grave/  and  raysed  hym  from  deeth/  ^^  bare  recorde. 
Therfore  met  hym  the  peple/  be  cause  they  herde  that  he 
had  done  soche  a  myracle.  The  pharises  therfore  sayde 
amonge  them  selves :  ^^  Ye  se  that  we  prevayle  no  thynge : 
loo  all  the  worlde  goth  after  hym. 

There  were  certayne  grekes  amonge  them/  which  cam  to 
praye  at  the  feast/  the  same  cam  to  Philip  which  was  of 
Beuisayda  a  cite  in  galile/  and  desired  hym  saying :  Syr  we 
wolde  fayne  se  Jesus.  Philip  cam  and  tolde  Andrew,  and 
agayne  Andrew  and  Philip  tolde  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered 
them  sayinge :  the  houre  is  come  that  the  sonne  of  man  must 
beglorined. 

Verely  verely  I  saye  vnto  you/  excepte  the  wheate  come 
fall  into  the  jzrounde  and  deye/  it  bydetn  alone,  yf  it  deye/ 
it  brengeth  forth  moche  frute.  He  that  loveUi  his  life  shaU 
^^  destroy e  it :  And  he  that  hateth  his  lyfe  in  this  woride/  shall 
kepe  it  vnto  lyfe  etemall.  Yf  eny  man  mynister  vnto  me/ 
lett  hym  folowe  me/  and  where  I  am  there  i^all  also  my  min* 
ister  be.

but  for  youre  sakes.

The 
people  answered  hym  :  We  have  herde  *®  of  the  lawe  that 
Chnst  bydeth  ever :  and  howe  sayest  thou  then  Uiat  the  sonne 
of  man  must  be  lifle  vppe  ?  who  is  that  sonne  of  man  ?  Je- 
sus sayde  vnto  them :  yett  a  l3rtell  whyle  is  the  light  with  you : 
walke  whill  ye  have  light/  lest  the  darcknes  come  on  you. 
He  that  walketh  in  the  £urke/  wotteth  not  whither  he  goeth.

The  wordes  that  I  have  spoken  shall  iudge 
hym  in  me  hist  daye.  For  I  have  not  spoken  off  my  silfe :  but 
my  fiither  which  sent  me  gave  me  a  commaundment  what  I 
shulde  ^saye/  and  what  I  shulde  speake.

Peter  stode  att  the  dore 
with  outt  Then  wentt  outt  Uiatt  other  disciple  which  was 
knowen  vnto  the  bye  preste/  and  spake  ^  to  the  damsell  thatt 
kept  the  dore/  and  brought  in  Peter.

The  hye  preste  axed  Jesus  of  his  disciples/  and  of  his  doc- 
trine.  Jesus  answered  h3naQ :  I  spak  openly  ^®  in  the  woride. 
I  ever  taught  in  the  sinagoge  and  in  the  temple  whither  ^^  aH 
the  iewes  resorted :  and  in  secrete  have  I  sayde  oothynge : 
why  axest  thou  me  ?  Axe  them  whiche  herde  me  what  I  sayde 
vntothem.  Beholde  ^  they  can  tdl  what  I  sayde.  When  he 
had  thus  spoken/  one  of  the  ministers  which  stode  by/  smote 
Jesus  i^on  the  &ce  8a3dnge :  Answrest  thou  the  hye  preste

preste. 

Simon  Peter  stode  and  warmed  hjnm  sil^  and  they  sayde 
vnto  hym :  Arte  not  thou  also  won  of  his  disciples?  He  de> 
neyed  itt/  and  sayde :  I  am  not.  Won  of  the  servauntes  of  the 
hye  preste  (his  cos3m  whose  eare  Peter  smote  of)  sayde  vnto 
hym  :  did  not  I  se  the  in  the  garden  with  hjnn  ?  Peter  denyed 
it  agayne.    And  immediatlv  the  cocke  crewe. 

Then  ledd  they  Jesus  m>m  Cayphas  into  ^the  housse  of 
iudgement.

Jesus  answered :  sayst  thou  that  off  thy  sylfe/  or  did 
other  tell  ytt  the  of  me  ?  Pilate  answered  :  Am  I  a  iewe  ?

\jK>west  thou  nott  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  the/  and  have 
x>wer  to  loose  the  ?   Jesus  answered :  Th<^  coudest  have  no

When  Pilate  henle  that  aoyinge  he  brought  Jesus  fordMr 
and  sale  downe  ^  to  gevc  Bentence/  in  a  place  called  the  p>H» 
inent :  Butt  in  the  he  bnie  tonge'  Gabbaiho.  ^  (Hiti  was  d« 
aaboth  even  which  falleth  in  tlie  ester  fest/  and  afaoute  the  nii 
boure)  And  he  sayde  vnto  the  iewes  :  Beholde  yourc  kyn^b 
They  cryed'  awaye  with  hym/  awaye  with  liym/  Crucify  l^t 
Pilate  sayde  vnto  them :  Shall  1  crucify  youre  kynge  ?  "ne 
hye  preates  answered  r  We  have  noo  kynee  bul  Cesar.  Tbea 
delivered  he  hym  vnlo  them  to  be  crucifieu. 

And  ihey  toke  Jesus  and  ledde  hym  awaye.  Aod  lie  bait 
his  crosse/  and  went  forthe  into  a  place  •  called  the  place  of 
deed  mcnns  Bcuiles  (whicli  is  named  in  hebrue/  Golgadia) 
where  they  crucitied  hym.

1  ^HE  morowe  after  the  saboth  daye  cam  Mary  roagdalene 
-^  erly  when  it  was  yet  darcke/  vnto  the  sepulcre/  and 
sawe  the  stone  ^  rowled  awaye  from  the  ^  toumbe.  Then  she 
ranne/  and  cam  to  Simon  Peter/  and  to  the  other  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved/  and  sayde  vnto  them :  They  have  taken 
awaye  the  lorde  out  off  the  toumbe  and  we  cannot  tell  where 
they  have  layde  hym.  Peter  went  forth  and  that  other  disci- 
ple/ and  cam  vnto  the  sepulcre.  They  ranne  bothe  to  fletherf 
and  that  other  disciple  aid  out  runne  Peter/  and  cam  ^rst  to 
the  sepulcre.  And  he  stouped  doune  and  sawe  the  lynnen 
clothes/  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then  cam  Simon  Peter  Mow* 
ynge  hym/  and  went  into  the  sepulcre/  and  sawe  the  lynnen 
clothes  lye/  and  the  ^  napkyn  that  was  aboute  hys  heed  nott 
lyinge  wyth  the  lynnen  clothes/  but  wrapped  togedder  in  a 
place  by  yt  ^Ife.  Then  went  in  also  that  otfa^r  disciple 
whych  cam  fyrst  to  the  sepulcre/  and  he  sawe  and  beleved. 
For  as  yett  they  knew  nott  the  scriptures/  that  he  shulde  rysc 
agayne  from  deeth.  And  the  disciples  went  awaye  agayne/ 
*  vnlo  their  awne  home. 

Mary  stode  with  out  att  the  sepulcre  wepynge :  As  she 
wept/  she  bowed  her  sylfe  into  the  sepulcre  and  sawe  two 
angels  clothed  in  whyte  sittyng  the  one  att  the  heed/  and  the 
other  at  the  fete/  where  they  had  layde  the  body  of  Jesus. 
They  sayde  vnto  her :  woman  why  wepest  thou  ?  She  sayde 
vnto  them :  They  have  taken  awaye  my  lorde/  and  I  wote 
not  where  they  have  layde  him.  when  she  had  thus  sayde/ 
she  turned  her  sylfe  backe  and  sawe  Jesus  stondynge/  and 
knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  Jesus  sayde  vnto  her:  woman 
why  wepest  thou  ?  Whom  sekest  thou  ?  She  supoosynge  that 
he  had  bene  the  gardener/  sayde  vnto  hym  :  Syr  if  thou  have 
borne  him  hence  tell  me  where  thou  hast  layde  him/ -and  I 
will  take  hym  a>vaye.    Jesus  sayde  vnto  her :  Mary.     She

Tbe  same  daye  at  nysht/  which  was  the  morowe  after  the 
aabotfa  daye/  when  the  £>res  were  shutt  (where  the  disciples 
Were  aasemUed  to  gedder  for  feare  of  the  iewes)  cam  Jesus 
and  sAode  in  the  myddes/  and  sayd  to  them :  peace  be  with 
von.  And  when  he  had  so  sayde/  he  shewed  vnto  them  his 
hondes  ^  [and  his  feate]/  and  his  syde.  Then  were  the  disci- 
ples c^ad  when  they  sawe  the  lorde.  He  sayde  vnto  them 
agiayne :  peace  be  with  you.  As  my  father  sent  me/  even  so 
send  I  you.  When  he  had  sayde  that/  he  ^blewe  on  them/ 
and  sayde  vnto  them :  Beceave  the  holy  goost :  whosoever 
synnes  ye  remyt/  they  are  remitted  vnto  tl^m :  And  whoso- 
ever synoes  je  retayne/  they  are  retayned. 

Tranas  one  off  the  twelve/  called  didimus/  was  not  with 
them  when  Jesus  cam.  The  other  disciples  sayd  vnto  hym : 
we  have  sene  the  lorde.  And  he  sayde  vnto  them :  except 
I  se  in  his  hondes  the  prent  of  the  neyles/  and  put  my  fynger 
in  the  *  holes  off  the  naylea/  and  thruste  my  honde  into  hys 
syde/  I  will  not  beleve. 

And  after  viij.  dayes  agayne/  the  disciples  were  within/  and 
Thomas  was  with  them.  Jesus  cam  when  the  dores  were 
shet/  and  stode  in  the  myddes  and  sayde :  peace  be  with  you. 
Then  sayde  he  to  Thomas :  put  in  thy  fynger  here/  and  se 
my  hondes/  and  put  forth  thy  honde  and  thurst  hym  into  my 
syde/  and  be  nott  ^^  wyth  out  fayth :  but  beleve.  Thomas 
answered  and  sayde  vnto  hym :  ^^  my  lorde/  and  my  God. 
Jesus  sayde  vnto  hym :  Thomas  because  thou  hast  sene  me/ 
therefore  hast  thou  beleved :  Happy  are  they  that  have  not 
sene/  and  yet  have  beleved. 

And  many  other  signes  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  dis- 
ciples/ which  are  not  written  in  this  boke.  These  are  writ- 
ten that  ye  myght  beleve  that  Jesus  is  Christ  the  sonne  of 
Crod.  and  that  ye  in  belevynge  myght  have  life  thorewe  his 
name.

Iirrr  fortuned  in  iconium  that  they  went  hoth  to  gedder  in  to 
''"'*  the  Sinafloge  of  the  iewes/  and  so  spake/  that  a  giet  mul- 
titude both  on  the  iewes  and  also  off  the  grekes  beleved.  Butt 
the  unbelevinge  iewes/  steryd  vppe  and  ^vnquyeted  the 
myndes  off  the  gentvles  agavnste  the  brethren.  Longe  time 
a  bode  they  their  and  ^  quit  them  selves  boldly  with  the  helps 
of  the  lorde/  the  which  g^ve  testimony  vnto  the  worde  off  h^rs 
ffrace/  and  causyd  signes  and  wonders  to  be  d<»ie  by  their 
hondes.  The  people  off  the  cite  were  devided  :  and  ^  parte 
helde  with  the  iewes/  and  parte  wyth  the  apostles. 

When  there  ^  was  a  saute  made  both  of  the  gentyls  and  also 
of  the  iewes  with  their  rulers/  to  ^  put  them  to  shame  and  to 
stone  them/  they  wer  ware  of  it/  and  (led  vnto  listra  and  derba/ 
cites  off  Licaonia/  and  vnto  the  region  that  lyeth  rouiide  aboute/ 
and  there  preached  the  gospell.^  And  there  sate  a  certayne 
man  at  listra  ^  weake  in  his  fete/  bcinec  ^  halt  from  his  mo* 
thers  woombe/  and  never  walkyd.  The  same  herde  Paul 
preache/  which  behclde  hym  and  perceaved  that  he  had  faith 
to  be  ^  whole/  and  sayd  with  a  loudc  voyce  :  stonde  vppe  right 
on  thy  fete.  And  he  ^^stert  vppe/  and  walked,  when  the 
people  sawe  what  Pftul  had  done/  they  lif\e  vp  their  voyces/ 
sayuige  in  the  speache  of  Lycaonia :  Goddes  are  come  douue 
to  vs  m  the  lyknes  off  men.  And  they  called  Barnabas/  Ju- 
piter/ And  raul  Mercurius/  be  cause  he  was  the  ^^  preacher. 
Then  Jupiters  preste/  which  dwelt  before  their  cite/  brought 
^*  oxen  and  g^rlondes  vnto  the  *^  churche  porche/  and  wolde 
have  done  sacrifise  with  the  people. 

When  the  apostles/  Barnabas  and  Paul  herde  that/  they  rent 
their  clothes/  and  ran  in  amou^  the  people/  cryinge  and  say- 
inge  :  *^  Syrs/  why  do  ye  thjs  ?     We  are  **  men  lyke  vnto

Cor,  Leaned  up, 
Gen.  "  Chiefe  speaker,  Gen.  Bps.  "  Bul&s,  Gen.  >'  Porche, 
Cr.  Gates,  Gen.  Door,  B]f9.  ><  O  men,  Gen.  >*  Mortal  men, 
r.  M.  Cr,  Bfi.    Men  subject  to  the  like  passions  that  je  be,  Gen,

you/  and  preache  vnio  you/  that  yc  shulde  turne  from  these

dl  "  nacions  to  walke  in  iheir  owne  wa;^    Neveftheleeae 
tm  lefte  not  hjon  silfe  with  outen  witoea/  m  that  ^he  shewed 
benefidctes/  in  gevynge  vs  ravne  from  heven  and  finitfiiU 
itODs/  fyllmg^  oure  hortes  with  fode  and  gladnes.    And 
^with  these  aayinges/  scase  refreyned  they  the  people/  thatt 
"^^  diey  had  not  done  sacrifice  mto  them. 
"^     Thether  cam  certayne  iewes  from  Antioch  and  Iconium/ 
-  ^and  ^optayned  the  peoples  consent  and  stoned  iVul/  and 
"*  draw  hym  oute  of  the  cite/  supposynge  he  had  bene  deed. 
^     As  the  disciples  stodc  rounde  aboute  hym/  he  arose  vppe  and 
^  cam  iiito  the  cite.  And  the  nexte  daye  departed  with  Bainabas 
to  Derba.    After  they  had  preached  to  that  cite,  and  taught 
^*  onny/  they  returned  agayne  to  Ustra/  and  to  Iconium  mi 
^  Antioche/  and  ^  strenflthed  the  disciples  soules/  exhortinge 
^' them  to  continue  in  the  ndth/ a£^rrminge  that  we  muste  throwe 
^'*^mochead¥erBite  entre  into  the  kjmfldom  of  god.  And  when 
^  tfae^jT  had  ordened  them  seniours  by  eleccion  in  every  eongre- 
^  OBcioii/  after  they  had  preyde  and  fasted/  they  comroeiMod 
^  uiem  to  *god  on  whom  the^  beleved. 
^      And  they  went  over  all  Pisidia  and  cam  into  pamphilia/  and 
^*'  when  they  had  preached  the  worde  of  god  in  per^  they  de* 
^  soended  in  to  Attalia/  and  thence  ^  departed  by  shippe  to  An- 
tioche/ from  whence  they  ^wcr  delyvercd  vnto  the  grace  of 
god/  to  the  worke  whiche  they  had  fulfilled.    When  they  wer 
"^*come  and  had  gaddered  the  congregacion  to  gedder/  they  le- 
^  harsed  all  that  sod  had  done  by  them/  and  howe  he  had  open-

and  sentoura  eboute  this  qticstlou.  '  ARcr  ibcy  wore  bra*^ 
OD  their  wayc  by  the  congregacion/  they  pamod  over  F^n 
ees  and  Samaria/  declarynge  the  *  conversBciwn  off  ihoss 
tyla'  and  they  brought  gret  ioye  vntoall  ihe  bretbn?n.  WW 
they  were  come  to  Jerusalem  ibey  were  lecouvcd  of  tbecm 
gregacion  and  of  the  apostles  and  seniouia.  And  ibey  it 
clared  what  tliynges  God  liad  done  by  them.  Then  uv 
there  vppe  certayne  of  the  aecte  of  the  phaiiaesf  wbich  if 
beleve  sayinge  ihalt  itl  was  nedfull  to  circumcise  them  wai* 
^  inioyne  them  to  kepe  the  lawc  of  Moses.  Tlie  apoatten 
senioura  cam  to  gedder  to  ''reason  of  this  matter. 

When  there  v/ag  moche  disputynge/  Peter  rose  vppe  in 
sayd  ^-nto  them  :  Ye  men  and  brethren/  ye  kncme  how*  ll* 
a  goode  while  agoo/  God  chose  '  nmongo  vs  that  the  geiirri 
by  my  moutbe  anulde  here  the  wordo  off  the  gospel!  and  ta 
leve.  And  God  which  knowelh  the  herte/  bore  ^  tbcin  wiuc) 
and  gave  vnlo  them  Hie  holy  gosl  even  as  be  dyd  vnM  «i 
And  he  pult  no  diderence  belwene  tliem  and  va/  >uMl«it 
fayth  punfied  their  hcrtea.     Nowe  therfore  why  temptt  f

seke  after  the  Lorde/  and  also  the  ^iit348  vppoa  whom  my 
name  is  called  on  say  th  the  lorde/  which  dioth  all  these  thynges : 
knowne  vnto  God  are  all  hys  werices  from  the  heginmnge  of 
the  worlde.  Wherfore  my  sentence  is/  that  we  trouble  not 
them  which  of  the  gentyfs  are  turned  to  God :  but  that  we 
write  vnto  them  that  they  abstayne  them  selves  from  filtlunea 
of  ymages/  from  fomicacion/  from  stranglyd/  and  from  bloude. 
For  Moses  of  olde  tyme  in  every  cite  luith  them  that  preache 
hyin/  and  he  is  reede  in  the  synagoges  every  saboth  aaye. 

Then  ^^  pleased  it  the  aposdes  and  seniours  with  the  whole 
con^regacion  to  send  chosyn  men  of  their  owne  company  to 
Antioche  with  Pbul  and  Barnabas.  They  sent  Judas  csdled 
also  Barsabas  and  Silas  which  were  chefe  men  among  the 
brethren  and  ^^gave  them  letters  in  their  hondes  after  this 
maiier. 

The  apostles/  seniours  and  brethren  ^^  send  gretyng^  vnto 
the  brethren  which  are  of  the  gentyls  in  Antioche  Siria  and 
cilicia/  For  as  moche  as  we  have  herde  thatt  certayne  wich 
departed  from  vs/  have  troubled  you  with  wordes/  and  com- 
bred  youre  myndes  sayiiige  :  Ye  must  be  circumcised/  and 
kepe  the  lawe/  to  whom  we  save  no  soche  commaundment 
It  semed  therfore  to  vs  a  eood  thyngc/  when  we  were  come 
to  gedder  with  won  accorde/  to  senoe  chosyn  men  vnto  you/ 
wim  oure  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul/  men  that  have  ^^  ieop- 
erded  theyre  lives/  for  the  name  of  oure  lorde  Jesus  Christ 
We  have  sent  therfore  Judas  and  Sylos/  which  shall  alsoo  tell 
you  the  same  thynges  by  mouth.  For  hitt  semed  goode  to 
the  holy  gost  and  to  vs  to  ^^  putt  no  grevous  thynge  to  you 
more  then  these  necessary  thynges/  that  is  to  saye  that  ye  ab- 
stayne from  thynges  ofl&red  vnto  the  ymages/  from  bloud/ 
from  strangled/  and  fomicacion.  From  which  if  ye  kepe 
youre  selves/  ye  shall  do  well.    Soo  fare  ye  well. 

when  they  were  departed/  they  cam  to  Antioche  and  gad- 
dred  the  multitude  to  gedder  and  delivered  the  pistle.  when 
they  bad  redde  it/  they  reioysed  oft*  that  consotacion.  Judas 
and  Sylas  beingc  prophetes/  exhorted  the  people  ^  with  moche 
preachynge/  and  strengthcd  them.  After  they  hadde  taryed 
there  a  certayne  space/  they  were  lett  goo  in  peace  off*  the 
brethren  vnto  the  apostles.  Notwithstondynge  it  pleasyd  Sy- 
las to  abyde  there  still.     Paul  and  Barnabas  continued  in  Aji-

At  mjrdnyght  Pftul  and  Silas  prayedr  and  ^  haded  god. 
and  the  preaonerB  herde  them.  Sodenly  there  was  a  greate 
erth  quaker  soo  that  the  foundackm  of  the  pieson  was  shaken/ 
and  hy  and  by  all  the  doies  opened/  and  every  mannes  boodes 
were  lowsed.  When  the  keper  off  the  presoo  waked  out  off 
hys  slepe/  and  sawe  the  preson  dores  open/  he  drue  outt  his 
swearde  and  wolde  have  killed  hym  silfe  supposynge  the  pre- 
scMiers  had  bene  fledde.  Pkul  ciyed  with  a  lowde  Toyce  say- 
infle :  Do  thy  silfe  no  harme  for  we  are  all  heare. 

He  called  for  a  light  and  spranse  in/  and  cam  tremblynge/ 
and  fell  ^^  doune  before  PkuU  and  Silas/  and  brought  them  out 
and  sayde/  Syrs  what  roust  I  doo  to  be  saved  ?  And  they  sayde : 
beleve  on  the  lorde  Jesus/  and  thou  shah  be  saved  and  thy 
houssolde.

Moreover 
ym  ae  and  heare  thatt  nott  alone  at  Epheaus:  but  almost 
thorowe  oute  all  Asia/  thya  Paul  ^entyaeUi/  and  turned  awaye 
mocha  people  saying :  that  they  be  not  goddes  which  are 
nMide  with  nondes :  so  that  not  only  ^  this  oure  craAe  com- 
meCh  into  parell  to  be  sett  at  nought :  but  that  also  die  temple 
of  greateJMana  shulde  be^de^sed.  And  her'^maieste 
ahwie  be  destroyed/  which  all  Asia/  and  the  worlde  worship- 
petfa. 

When  they  herde  these  sayinges/  they  were  full  of  wrathe/ 
and  cryed  out  sajring:  Create  is  Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 
And  ail  the  cite  was  ^  on  a  roore/  and  they  russhed  into  the 
^  common  hall  with  one  assent/  and  caught  G^rus/  and  Aris- 
taichus/  men  of  Macedonia/  Pkuls  companions/^  When  Paul 
wolde  have  ontred  in  vnto  the  peq>le/  the  disciples  suffered 
hym  not  Certayne  also  off  the  chefe  of  Asia  which  were  his 
frandes/  sent  vnto  hym  de^rynge  him  that  he  wolde  not 
^  preaoe  into  the  commen  halL  Some  cryed  won  thinge/  and 
some  another  and  4©  ^congregacion  was'^all  out  of  quyetei 
and  the  moare  parte  knewe  not  whereftnre  they  were  oome 
tDfl»dder. 

Some  of  the  company  drue  forth  Alexander  f  the  iewes 
dirust3mfle  him  forwardes)  Alexander  beckoned  with  nis  honde/ 
and  woloB  have  ^  geven  the  people  an  answere.  When  they

M  Paul  ^dedaxed  he  was  moaxe  overcome  with  depe/  and 
fidl  doiiDe  finnn  die  dwxde  lofte/  and  was  taken  vp  deed. 
hid  wcntt  doune  and  ^  fell  on  hym/  and  embraced  hym/  and 
mrde :  *  Make  nothjmse  a  do.  For  his  ^^  lyfe  is  in  hym. 
When  he  was  come  vp  he  acajrne/  brake  breed/  and  ^^  tasted/ 
and  ^  commened  a  Icnge  wnyle  even  till  the  ^  moryn^/  and 
aoo  departed.  They  brought  the  ^^  yonge  man  a  live  and 
were  nott  alitell  conforted. 

Then  ^  toke  we  shippynge/  and  departed  vnto  Asson/  there 
to  leceave  P^ul.  For  soo  had  he  apoynted/  and  wolde  hym 
mlfe  goo  ^*  be  londe.  When  he  was  come  to  vs  vnto  Asson/ 
we  toke  hym  in/  and  cam  to  Mittilenes.  and  sayled  thence/ 
and  cam  the  nezte  day  over  agaynst  Chios.  And  the  day 
followinge  we  aryved  at  Samos/  and  taryed  at  Trogilion. 
The  nexte  daye  we  cam  to  Mileton.  For  Pkul  had  determin- 
ed to  ^^  leave  Ephesus  as  they  sayled/  because  he  wolde  not 
spende  the  tyme  in  Asia.  For  he  hasted  to  be  (yff  itt  were 
possible)  at  Jerusalem  ^  in  the  feaste  off  pentecoste. 

From  Mileton  he  sent  to  Ephesus/  and  called  the  seniours 
off  the  congregacion.  When  they  were  como  to  hym/  he 
sayde  vnto  them  :  Ye  knowe  from  the  fyrst  dayc  that  I  cam 
vn  to  Asia/  after  what  manor  I  have  bene  wyth  you  at  all 
ceasons/  servynge  God  with  all  ^^  humbleness  off  mynde/  and 
with  many  teares/  and  temtacions/  whiche  happened  vnto  me 
by  the  layinges  awayte  off  the  iewes/  and  howe  I  kept  backe 
nlothynffe  thatt  myght  be  for  youre  proffet :  but  that  I  have 
shewed  you/  and  taught  you  **  openly  and  at  home  in  youre 
houses/  witnessynge  both  to  the  icwes/  and  also  to  the  srekes/ 
the  repentaunce  taward  god/  and  faith  tawarde  our  lorde  Jesu. 
And  nowe  beholde  I  goo  bounde  in  the  sprete  vnto  Jervsa- 
lem/  and  knowe  nott  what  shall  come  off  me  there/  butt  that 
the  holy  gost  witnesseth  in  every  cite  sayinge ;  that  bondes 
and  *^  trouble  abyde  me  :  but  *none  of  these  thinges  move  me. 
Nether  is  my  lyfe  dere  vnto  my  silfe/  that  I  myght  fulfill  my

VVTierefore  !  take  you  W>  noorde  4i 
aame  dave/  that  1  am  pure  from  iho  bloud  of  all  men.  Pot 
I  have  **  kejite  nothynge  bocke  ;  butt  have  shewed  you  sU  it 
coiinsell  off  god.

and  firom  thence  voto  Fslanu    And  we  founde  a  shyppe 

^  reddy  to  aayle  vnto  Phemeee.     And  went  a  horde  and  aett 

forlhe.    'Then  apered  toId  vb  Ciprua^  and  we  lefle  it  on  the 

lefte  honde/  and  sayled  mto  Sina.    and  cam  vnto  Tire.    For 

there  the  shippe  '  vnladed  her  burthen.    And  when  we  had 

founde  ^bretnren/  we  taried  there  .vij.  dayes.  and  they  tolde 

Pkul  thorowe  the  sprete/  that  he  shuld  not  goo  vppe  to  Jem* 

aalem.    Ande  when  the  dayes  were  ended  we  departed/  and 

went  cure  wayes  and  they  all  '  brought  us  on  oure  waye/ 

witib  their  wyves  and  children  till  we  were  come  out  off  the 

cite,    and  we  kneled  doune  in  the  shore  and  prayde.    and 

when  we  had  taken  oure  leave  one  off  another/  we  toke 

shippe/  and  they  *  returned  home  ag^yne. 

When  we  had  full  ended  the  course/  from  Tire/  We  aryved 
at  Ptholomaida/  and  saluted  the  brethren/  and  abode  with  them 
one  daye.  The  nexte  daye/  ^  we  that  were  off  Paulus  com- 
pany/ ^  cam  vnto  Cesarea.  and  we  cntred  into  the  housse  of 
Philip  the  evangelist/  which  was  one  of  the  seven/  ^and  abode 
with  hym.  The  same  nuan  had  fewer  doughters  virgens/ 
which  did  prophesy.  And  as  we  taried  there  a  good  many 
dayes/  there  cam  a  certayne  prophete  from  iewry/  named 
Agabus.  When  he  was  come  vnto  vs/  he  toke  Pauls  gerdell/ 
and  boundc  his  ^^  hondes  and  fete  and  sayde  :  Thus  say th  the 
holy  goost :  Soo  shall  the  icwes  at  Jerusalem/  bynde  the  man 
that  owneth  this  .gerdell/  and  shall  deliver  him  into  the  hondes 
of  the  genthils. 

When  we  herde  this/  both  we  and  other  of  the  same  place/ 
besought  hym/  that  he  woldo  nott  goo  vppe  to  Jerusalem. 
Then  Paul  answered/  and  sayd :  What  do  ye  wepynge/  and 
brcakyn^  myno  hert  ?  I  am  redy  not  to  be  bound  only/  but 
also  to  deye  at  Jerusalem  for  te  name  off  the  Lord  Jesu. 
When  ^^  we  coulde  nott  tumc  his  mynde/  we  ceased  sayinge : 
The  will  of  the  lorde  be  fulfilled.  Aflcr  those  dayes  we 
1^  made  oure  silfes  redy/  and  went  vp  to  Jerusalem.  There 
went  with  vs  also  certayne  off  the  disciples  off  CesBrea/  and 
brought  with  them  won  Mnason  off  Ciprus/  an  olde  disciple/

Aa  they  weat  about  to  kyll  hym/  tydjrng^  cam  vnto  the 
hve  captayne  off  the  **80udier8/  thatt  all  Jerusalem  was 
^nooved.  whieh  immediady  toke  soudiers  and  ^vndeicap- 
tynes/  and  rann  doune  vnto  them.  When  they  sawe  the  vpp* 
er  capta3me  and  die  soudiers/  Th^  leAe  ^  smytynge  off  Pftul. 
Then  the  capta3me  cam  neaie  and  toke  hym/  and  commaund- 
ed  hym  to  be  bounde  wiUi  two  chaynes/  and  demaunded  whatt 
be  waa/  and  what  he  had  done.  Won  cryed  this/  another 
that/  amonge  the  people.  And  when  he  coulde  nott  knowe 
the  certayne/  for  the  ^  raae :  He  commaimded  hym  to  be 
^caried  mto  the  castle.  When  he  cam  vnto  ^^a  sreoe/  hit 
fortuned  that  he  was  borne  off  the  soudiers  for  the  vidence  of 
the  people.  The  multitude  off  the  people  fdowed  after  cry* 
inge :  a  wave  with  hym. 

And  aa  raul  shulde  have  bene  carved  into  the  castle.  He 
sayde  vnto  the  ^^  hye  captayne  :  Maye  I  speake  vnto  the  ? 
\Vhich  sayde :  Canst  thou  speake  greke  ?  Arte  not  thou  that 
Effipcian  whych  before  these  dayea/  ^made  an  vproure/  and 
Icdde  out  into  the  wildemes  about  m,  thousande  men  that 
were  ^mortherers  ?  Paul  sayde :  '^  1  am  a  man  which  am  a 
iewe  ^  of  Tharsus  a  cite  in  Cicill/  a  citesyn  off  noo  vyle  cite/ 
I  beaeche  the  soffire  me  to  speake  vnto  the  people.  When  he 
had  geyea  him  licence/  Paul  stode  on  the  steppes/  and  beck- 
ned  with  his  honde  vnto  the  people/  and  there  was  made  a 
greate  silence :    And  he  spake  vnto  them  in  Ebrue  sayinge :

XT'E  men/  brethren/  and  fathers/  heare  ^myne  answer 
^  which  I  make  vnto  you.  When  they  herde  that  he 
spake  Ebrue  vnto  them/  they  kept  the  moore  silence.  And 
he  sayde :  I  am  verely  a  man  which  am  a  iewe/  borne  in 
Tharsus/  a  cite  in  CicilD  neverdielesse  yet  bro«^ht  vppe  in  this 
cite/  at  the  fete  off  Gamaliel/  and  ^  informed  mligently  in  the

And  he  toke  him/ and  ledde  him  vnto 
the  liye  ca[>ta3me  and  aaid :  Paul  the  presoner  called  me  vnto 
hym  and  pnved  me  to  brynge  this  jrounge  man  vnto  the/ 
which  hatii  ^a  oertayne  matter  to  ahewe  the. 

The  faye  captayne  toke  hym  by  the  bond/  and  went  a  parte 
with  hym  out  of  the  waye/  and  axed  hym :  what  hast  thou  to 
saye  Tnto  me  ?  And  he  said :  the  iewes  ^^  are  determined 
to  deayre  the  that  thou  woldest  brynge  forth  Paul  to  morowe 
into  the  counsell/  as  though  they  wolcfe  ^  enquyre  somwhat  of 
him  more  perfectly.  But  ^^  folowe  not  their  mindes :  for  there 
laye  awa3rte  for  hjrm  off  them/  moo  then  xl.  men/  which  have 
bounde  them  selves  with  a  vowe/  that  they  will  nether  eate 
nor  drynke  till  they  have  killed  hym.  And  nowe  are  they 
redhvy  and  loke  for  thy  promes.

Claudius  Liuas  vnto  the  ^  most  mighty  ruelar  Felix  sendeth 
gretynges.  This  man  was  taken  of  the  iewcs/  and  shulde 
have  bene  killed  of  them :  Then  cam  I  with  ^  soudiers/  and 
rescued  him/ and  perceaved  that  he  was  a  Romayne.  And  when 
I  wolde  have  knowen  the  cause/  wherefore  they  accused  hym/ 
I  brou^  hym  forth  into  their  counsell.  There  perceaved  I 
diat  he  was  accused  off  questions  of  their  lawe  :  but  *  was 
not  ffilty  of  my  thinge  worthy  of  deeth/  or  of  bondes.  After 
warde  wben  it  was  shewed  me  howe  that  the  iewes  layde

led forth/  Tartullus  began  to  accuse  him  saying :  Se3rnge  that 
we  ^live  in  grct  ^quyetnes  by  the  meanes  of  the  and  that 
man^  ^  goode  thynes  are  done  vnto  this  nacion  thorow  thy 
providence:  ^that  alowe  we  ever  and  in  all  placis/  most 
myghty  Felix  with  all  thankes.  Notwithstondynge/  lest  I  be 
tedeous  vnto  the/ 1  praye  the/  that  thou  woldest  heare  vs  of 
thy  curtesy  a  feawe  wordes. 

We  have  founde  this  man'  a  pestilent  felowe/  and  a  mover 
of  ^  debate  amonge  the  iewes  thorowe  out  the  worlde/  And  a 
mayntayner  off  the  sectc  off  the  Nazarens :  "^  which  also  hath 
enforsed  to  to  ^  pollute  the  temple/  whom  we  toke  and  wolde 
have  iudged  accordynge  to  oure  lawe :  but  the  hye  captayne 
Idsias  cam  apon  vs/  and  with  grett  violence  toke  hym  out  of 
oure  hondes/  commaundynge  his  accusers  to  come  vnto  the/ 
off  whom  thou  ma3rst  (yff  thou  willt  enquyrc)  knowe  the  cer- 
taynty  of  all  these  thyn^es  wher  of  we  accuse  hym.  The 
iewes  lyke  wyse  afiermeio/  sayinge  that  it  was  even  so. 

Then  Paul  (aAer  that  the  ruelar  him  silfe  had  beckoned  vn-

After  a  certayne  daves  cam  Felix/  and  his  wyfc  Dnisilla 
which  H'as  a  iewes/  ana  called  forth  Paul/  and  hcrde  bym  of 
ihc  fayth  which  ia  toward  Christ.

Off  whom  1  have  no  certayne  thjrnge  to  wiyte  vnto  my  krae. 
Wherfore  I  have  brought  hym  vnto  you/  and  mcially  vnto 
the/  kynge  Agrippa/  tluit  afler  examinacion  had/ 1  mysbt  have 
sumwhat  to  wnte.  For  me  thvnketh  it  vnreasoDeUe  forto 
sonde  a  presoner/  and  not  to  shewe  the  causes/  which  are 
layde  agaynst  hym. 

A  GRIPPA  sayde  vnto  Paul :  Thou  arte  permitted  to  spealn 
-^^  for  thy  8ilu3.  Then  Paul  stretched  forth  his  bonde/  and 
answered  for  hym  silfe:  I  thynke  my  silfe  happy  kynge 
Agrippa/  be  cause  I  shall  ans^'crc  this  daye  before  the  of  all 
the  thyngcs  where  of  I  am  accused  of  the  iewes/  ^  namely  be 
cause  thou  arte  experte  in  all  customes/  and  questions/  which 
arc  amongc  the  iewes.  whcerfore  I  bcsethe  the  to  heare  me 
pacicntly. 

*  My  livy  nge  off  a  child/  3  which  was  at  the  fyrst  amonge 
niyne  awne  nacion  att  Jerusalem  knowe  all  the  iewes  which 
knewe  me  ^  from  the  begynnynge/  yf  they  wolde  tcistifye  it. 
For  after  the  most  straytest  secte  of  oure  *  lawe  lived  I  a 
pharisaye  and  nowe  I  stond  and  am  iudgcd  for  the  hope  off 
the  promes  made  off  God  vnto  oure  fathers  vnto  which  profil- 
es/ oure  .xij.  tribes  instantly  servynee  Grod  daye  and  nygfat/ 
hope  to  come.  For  which  hopes  scdce/  kynse  Agrippa  am  I 
accused  off  the  iewes.  why  shulde  itt  be  thought  a  thynge 
vncredible  vnto  you/  ^  if  God  rayse  a^yne  the  deed  ? 

I  also  verely  thought  in  my  silfe/  mat  I  ou^t  to  do  many 
contrary  thjrnces/  clene  agaynst  the  name  off  Jesus  off  Naza- 
reth :  which  thyn^  I  alsoo  did  in  Jerusalem.  And  many  of 
the  saynctes  shut  I  in  preson.  morover  I  receaved  auctorite 
off  the  bye  prestos  :  And  when  they  were  putt  to  deeth  I  ''gave

^  About  the  which  myngesael  went  to  Damaacon  whith  anc* 
tfirile/  and  ^^  commianoQ  dram  the  hye  prestes/  even  at  myd 
daye  (kynge  A^ppa)  I  sawe  in  the  wave  a  ly^t  from  heven/ 
^  above  i&  bn^irtoes  of  the  sunne/  shjrne  rounde  about  me 
aod  them/  which  iommd  with  me. 

When  we  wer  all  fiiUen  to  the  erth/  I  herde  a  voyce  speak- 
jmge  vnto  me/  and  ssjnnge  in  the  ebrue  tonge :  Saul/  Said/ 
why  perseculest  thou  me  ?  Hit  m  harde  for  the  to  kicke 
agaynst  the  pricke.  And  I  sayde :  Who  arte  thou  lorde  ? 
Ana  he  sayde :  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  peisecutest :  But  ryse 
and  stond  vppe  on  thy  fete.  For  I  have  apered  vnto  the  for 
this  purpose/  to  make  the  a  mynister/  and  a  witnes  bodi  off 
the  mynges  which  thou  hast  sene/  and  off  tho  thynges  in  the 
wluch  I  will  apere  vnto  the/  delyverynge  the  from  t1^  people/ 
and  from  the  gentyls/  vnto  the  which  nowe  I  sende  the/  to 
opeo  their  eyes  that  they  myght  tume  ffrom  darknes  vnto 
ly^t/  and  ffrom  the  power  of  Satan  vnto  God/  that  they 
maye  receave  forgevenes  of  synnes/  and  inheritaunce  amonge 
them  which  are  sanctyf^ed  by  ikyth  in  me.

For  this  cause 
the  iewes  caught  me  in  the  temple/  and  went  about  to  kill  me. 
1^  Neverthelene  I  obtained  helpe  off  God/  and  stond  vnto  this

17 1  speke  frely  nether  thynke  I  that  eny  of  these  tfa3nigeB 
are  hidden  from  hjrm.  For  this  thynge  was  not  done  in  a 
comer.  Kynge  A^ppa  belevest  thou  &  prophetes  ?  I  wote 
weie  thou  belevest  Agrippa  sayde  Tnio  rail :  ^  Sumwhatt 
thou  brynsest  me  in  mynde  fibr  to  be  come  christen.  And 
^ull  sayd :  I  wolde  to  God  that  not  only  ^kni  :  but  also  all 
that  heare  me  to  daye/  were  ^^  not  sumwhat  only/  hut  aho- 
eedder  soche  as  I  am  except  these  bondes.  And  when  he  had 
Uius  spdcen/  the  kynge  rose  vppe/  and  the  debite/  and  Ber- 
nice/  and  they  that  sate  with  them.  And  when  they  weie 
gone  aparte/  they  talked  betwene  them  selTes  sayinge :  Tlus 
man  doeth  nothynge  worthy  of  deeth/  nor  of  bondes.  Then 
sayde  Agrippa  vnto  festus :  This  roan  mygfat  have  bene  low- 
sed  yf  he  hioid  not  apealed  vnto  Cesar. 

\\I  HEN  it  was  concluded  that  we  shulde  sayle  into  italy/ 
^  ^  they  delivered  Paul/  and  certayne  other  presoncrs  vnto 
won  named  Julius/  an  vndercaptayne  of  ^Cesais  soudiars. 
And  we  entred  into  a  shippe  of  Adramicium/  and  lowsed  from 
lond/  8  apoynted  to  sayle  by  the  costes  off  Ana/  won  Aristar- 
cus  out  of  Macedonia/  of  the  centre  of  Thesttdia/  '  beinge  with 
vs.  The  nexte  daye  cam  we  to  mdon/  and  Julius  courteously 
entreated  Paul/  and  gave  him  liberte  to  goo  vnto  his  frendes/ 
and  to  refresshe  hym  silfe.  And  from  thence  lanched  we 
and  say  led  harde  by  Cypers/  be  cause  the  wyndes  were  caa- 
trary.  Then  sayled  we  over  the  see  *  off  Cicill/  and  Pampby- 
lia/  and  cam  to  Myra  a  cite  in  Lycia. 

And  there  the  vnder  captayne  founde  a  shippe  off  Alezan- 
dry  rcdy  to  sayle  in  Italy/  and  put  vs  there  in/  and  when  we 
had  sayled  slowly  many  dayes/  and  scace  were  come  over 
agavnst  Gnydon  (be  cause  the  wynde  ^  with  stode  vs)  we  sa- 
led  harde  by  the  ^  costes  off  Candy/  over  ag^ynste  Salmo/  and 
with  moche  ^  worke  sayled  beyonde  hytt/  and  cam  vnto  a 
place  called  ^  Groode  porte.  Neye  where  vnto  was  a  citte 
ccdled  Lasca.     When  moche  tyme  was  spent/  and  saylynge

was  Dowe  ieoperdeous/  because  alsoo  *  thatt  we  hadd  over- 
loDge  fasted/  rail  ^^  put  them  in  remembiaunce/  and  sayde 
▼nto  them :  Sjm  I  peiceave  that  thys  vya^  wilbe  with  hurte 
and  domage/  not  cm  the  ladynge  and  shippe  only :  hut  also 
off  oure  lyues.  But  the  vndercaptayne  beloved  the  gouerner/ 
and  the  master  ^^  better  then  thoo  thynges  which  were  spoken 
off  Paul.  And  because  the  haven  was  nott  commodius  to 
wynter  in  many  tioke  counsel!  to  departe  thence/  yff  by  eny 
meanes  they  my^t  ata3me  to  Phenices  and  there  to  wynter/ 
whych  haven  pertayneth  to  Candy/  and  ^  servith  to  the  sougth* 
west/  and  northwest  wynde.  When  the  sougth  W3mde  blewe/ 
13  they  supposynge  to  obtayne  theyr  purpose  lowsed  ^^  vnto 
Asson/  ana  sayled  paste  all  Candy. 

Butt  anon  after  there  arose  ^^(agaynste  theyr  purpose)  a 
flawe  off  wynde  ^^out  of  the  northeste  ^^  When  the  shippe 
was  cau^t/  and  coulde  not  resist  the  wynde/  we  lett  her  goo 
and  1^  drave  with  the  wedder.  We  ^^  cam  vnto  an  yle  named 
Clauda/  And  ^had  moche  worke  to  come  by  aboote/  which 
they  toke  vppe/  and  vsed  helppe  ^  vndergerdynge  the  shippe/ 
fearynge  lest  we  shulde  have  fallen  into  Syrtes/  and  we  let 
doune  a  vessell  and  soo  ware  caryed.  ^  The  nexte  daye 
when  we  were  tossed  with  an  ezcedynge  tempest/  they  light* 
ened  the  shippe/  and  the  thyrde  da3re  we  cast  out  with  oure 
awne  hondes  the  tackling  of  the  shippe.  When  at  the  last 
nether  sunne  nor  starre  m  many  dayes  apered/  And  no  smale 
tempest  kye  apon  vs/  all  hope  ^  thatt  we  shulde  be  saved/ 
was  taken  awaye. 

Then  after  longe  abstinence  Pbul  stode  forth  in  the  myddes 
of  them  and  sayde :  Syrs  ye  shulde  have  herde  me/  and  not 
have  departed  from  Candy/  ^  nether  to  have  brou^t  vnto  vs 
this  harme  and  losse.  And  nowe  I  exhorte  you  to  be  of 
good  chore/  ffor  there  ^shalbe  noo  losse  off  eny  mans  lyfe

For  dieie  alode  fay 
me  tills  ny^t  the  angell  off  God  whne  I  mau  and  whom  I 
eerve/  aayiog :  feare  nott  Paid/  for  thou  muit  be  hiought  be- 
fore Cesar.  And  loo/  God  hath  oeven  Tuto  die  aU  thatt  aie 
in  die  shippe  with  the/  wherfore  ^rrs  be  of  good  *chere/  for 
I  beleve  God  that  so  it  sbalbe  even  as  it  was  toUe  me/  and 
we  must  be  cast  into  a  ceitajoie  ylonde. 

But  when  the  fourtenthe  nyg^  was  oome  aa  we  were  car^ 
yed  ^  in  Adria/  about  mjrdnyg^t  the  ahipmen  denied  thatt 
^  there  apered  some  countre  vnto  them/ and  they  sounded/ 
and  founde  it  zz.  feddoros.  they  went  a  Ijrtell  nirther  and 
sounded  affayne/  and  fbunde  zr.  feddoms.  Then  fearince 
lest  they  a£ulde  have  fallen  *on  some  Bocke/  they  cast  iuj. 
ancres  oat  of  the  sterne/  and  wysshed  for  the  daye.  As  thie 
*  shipmen  were  about  to  fle  out  of  the  shippe/  and  had  lett 
doune  the  bote  into  the  see/  Tnder  a  colour  as  though  they 
wdde  hare  cast  ancres  out  (^  the  fc»shippe :  Paul  sayd  ynto 
Ae  vnder  captayne  and  the  soudien :  ezoepte  these  abyde  in 
the  shippe  ye  cannot  be  safe.  Then  the  soudieis  cut  off  the 
rope  off  the  bote/  and  lett  yt  fidl  awajre.

Then  were  they  all  of  Good  cheare/  and  they  also  toke 
meate.  We  were  all  togedder  in  the  shipper  two  hondred 
and  thre  score  and  sixtene  soules.  When  they  had  ealen 
3mough/  they  lightened  the  shippe  and  cast  oute  the  weate  in* 
to  the  see. 

When  ytt  was  daye  they  knew  not  the  '^lande/  butt  they 
spied  a  certayne  ^  reache  with  a  banke/  in  to  the  whic^  th^ 
were  mynded  (yff  ytt  were  possible)  to  thrust  in  the  shippe. 
And  when  they  haa  taken  vppe  the  ancres/  they  committed

and  they  lell  m/to  a  pboe/  '^  which  had  the  aee  on  bothe  iha 
irfdea/  ^^and  thniat  in  tiie  ahippe/  and  the  foora  parte  atucke 
nist/  and  moved  not/  and  the  hynderparte  biake  widi  the  tio- 
lenoe  of  the  wayea. 

TheaoudeavBcoanaettwBS  tokyll  the  praaoneisleatenyoff 
them/  when  he  had  swome  out  dioulde  fle  awaye :  but  the 
vnder  eaptayna  wfllinge  to  save  Pacd  kept  diem  from  "their 
pinpoae/  and  oommaunded  that  diey  that  oonlde  swymahulde 
cast  diem  selves  fyfst  into  the  see/  and  ^scapa  to  loode. 
Anddieodier  he  oommaunded  to  goo/  aome  on  boides/  and 
some  on  broken  peces  off  the  shippe.  And  so  cam  h  to  passe/ 
that  they  cam  all  safe  to  kuide. 

A  ND  when  they  were  ^scaped  they  knewe  that  die  yle  was 
"^^  called  Mileta.  Tlie  ^people  off  the  countiy  shewed  vs 
no  litoU  kvndnes/  for  they  kyndled  a  fyie  and  reoeaved  vs 
eveiy  one  be  cause  off  the  'present  myne/  and  be  cause  off 
colde.  When  PaullMid  gaddBfeda^boundlec^stidces/ And 
putt  them  into  the  fyre/  ^a  viper  (because  off  the  beet)  creepC 
out  and  lept  on  bis  honde.  When  the  men  off  the  oootre 
sawe  the  *wonne  bai^  on  bys  bonde/  they  sayde  amonge 
them  selves :  thys  man  ^  must  nedes  be  a  mortherer/  Whom 
(though  he  have  escaped  the  see)  yet  vengeaunoe  suffiedi 
nott  to  live,  and  he  sbuke  of  die  ^  vermm  into  the  fyre/  and 
felt  no  barme.  Thev  we^tod  when  he  sbulde  have  swolne/ 
or  fiiUen  doune  deea  sodeody.  But  after  they  had  kked 
a  greate  wbyle/  and  sawe  no  '  harms  oome  to  hym/  they 
chaunfled  tlietr  myndes/  and  savde  that  he  was  a  God. 

In  the  same  quarters/  the  chefe  man  off  the  yle  wboaa 
name  was  Pubkus/  bad  ^^a  knds^ppe/  wbjA  seoeaved  vs/ 
and  lodfifid  vs  due  dayes  courteously.  Hit  mttuned  that  die 
fiidier  cSt  PuUhn  laye  sicke  off  a  fiever/  and  of  a  bluddy  iKse

to  whom  P&ul  entred  in  and  prayde/  and  layde  hia  hondes  oo 
h3nn/  and  healed  hym.  when  this  was  done/  other  also  which 
were  diaeaaed  in  the  yle/  cam  and  were  healed  :  and  they  did 
vs  grett  honour.  And  when  we  departed/  they  laded  ts  with 
thynses  necesaary. 

Alter  thre  monethes  we  ^^  sayled  in  a  shippe  off  Alexandiy 
which  had  wyntred  in  the  yle/  whoa  hedge  was  Castor  and 
pollux.  And  when  we  cam  to  Ciracuse/  we  taiyed  there  iy. 
dayes/  from  whence  we  ^^sayled  ahout  and  cam  to  Regiamr 
and  after  won  daye  the  aougth  wynde  hlewe/  and  we  cam  the 
nexte  daye  to  Pntiolus  where  we  founde  brethren/  and  were 
desyred  to  tary  wyth  them  seven  dayes/  and  so  we  came  to 
Rome.  And  from  thence/  when  the  brethren  herde  of  var 
they  cam  ^^  to  Apiphorum/  and  thre  taverns/  and  met  vs. 
when  Paul  sawe  them  he  thanked  God/  and  wexed  boolde. 
When  we  cam  to  Rome/  the  vnder  captayne  delivered  the 
prcsoners  to  the  ^^chcfe  captayne  of  the  host :  butt  Pftul  was 
suflfercd  to  dwell  ^^  alone  with  wone  soudier  that  kept  him. 

Hit  fortuned  that  after  thre  dayes  Paul  called  the  chefe  of 
the  iewcs  togedder.  When  they  were  come/  he  sayde  vnto 
them :  Men  and  brethren/  though  I  have  committed  noo  thynge 
agaynst  the  people/  or  lawes  of  oure  fathers :  yett  was  i  de- 
livered presoner  from  Jerusalem  into  the  hondes  of  the  ro- 
maiiis.

Ye  and  we  knowe  that  whatsoever  the  lawe  sayth/  he  sayth 
itt  to  them  which  are  vnder  the  lawe :  That  all  mouthes  maye 
be  stopped/  and  all  the  worlde  be  ^^  subdued  to  God/  be  cause 
that  by  the  dedes  of  the  lawe/  shall  no  flesshe  be  iustified  in 
the  sight  off  god.  For  by  the  lawe  commeth  the  knowledge 
offsynne. 

^K>we  verely  is  the  riffhte wesnes  that  commeth  of  God  ^^  de- 
clared with  out  the  fmfillinge  of  the  lawe  havynge  witnes 
3ret  of  the  lawe/  and  of  the  prophetes.  ^^The  riflfatewesnes 
no  dout  which  ya  goode  before  uod  commeth  by  the  fayth  off 
Jesus  Christe  vnto  all/  and  apon  all  them  that  beleve.

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For  there  is  no  difTerenee/  all  have  aynned/  and  ^^lacke 
the  prayse  that  is  off  ^^  valoure  befine  God :  but  aie  lostified 
frely  by  his  grace/  throush  the  redemcioo  that  is  in  Christ 
Jesu/  whom  God  hath  ^^made  a  seate  of  mercy  thorow 
faith  in  his  bloud/  to  shewe  the  rigfateweanes  which  before 
hym  is  of  valoure/  in  that  he  forgeveth  the  synnea  thatt 
are  passhed/  ^  which  Grod  did  suffie  to  shewe  at  this  t3nnQe : 
^  the  rightewesnes  that  is  ak>wed  off  Ykjay  that  he  nijr^ 
be  counted  iuste/  and  a  iustifiar  of  hym  which  belevith  on 
Jesus. 

Where  is  then  thy  *  reioysynge  ?  Hitt  is  excluded.  By 
what  lawe  ?  by  the  lawe  of  workes  ?  Naye :  but  by  die  lawe 
of  favih. 

We  suppose  therfore  that  a  man  is  iustified  hy  fkjrth  with 
out  the  decles  of  the  lawe.  Ys  he  the  god  of  the  iewea  <»ly  ? 
Ys  he  not  also  the  god  off  the  gentyls  ?  ^He  is  noo  doute/ 
god  also  of  the  gentyls.  For  it  is  god  only  which  iustifieth 
circumcision/  ^  which  is  off  faith :  and  vncucumcision  throw 
fayth.  Do  we  then  ^destroye  the  lawe  throw  fayth  ^  God 
forbid.    We  rather  *  mayntayne  the  lawe.

We  saye  merely  howe  that  fayth  was  reck- 
ened  to  Abiaham/  for  riahtcwesoes.  Howe  was  it  reckeoed  ? 
*  in  the  tyme  of  eircumctmon?  or  in  the  tyme  before  he  was 
(uicunxjiacd  ?  Not  in  tyme  of  circnmcinon :  bvt  when  he 
wnsyet  Tncircumcised.  And  he  receaved  the  si^ne  of  ciiv 
eumciaicMi  as  a  seale  of  that  rightewcsnes  whych  is  by  fayth/ 
which  fayth  he  had  yett  beynge  vncircumciscd'  that  he  ahulde 
be  the  father  of  all  them  that  belcvc  though  they  be  noti  cir> 
cumcised/  thai  riehewesnes  myght  be  imputed  to  them  also/ 
And  that  he  myght  be  the  father  of  the  circumcised  :  ^not  be 
cause  they  are  circumcised  only :  but  be  cause  they  waike 
also  in  the  steppes  of  fayth/  which  was '"  in  ourc  father  Abra- 
ham  before  the  tyme  of  circumcision. 

For  the  promes  tliat  he  shulde  be  the  heyre  of  the  worMe 
was  not  gcven  to  Abraham;  or  to  hys  sccdthorowe  the  lawe  : 
but  thorow  the  rightewcsnes  which  comcth  of  fiiyth.  For  yf 
Ihey  which  are  of  tlte  lawe  be  heyres/  then  is  fayth  "  but 
vnyne/  and  the  promes  of  none  elTcctc.  Because  the  lawo 
causcth  wratbe.  For  where  no  lawe  is/  there  is  no  tmnsgres- 
sion.  Therforc  '^  by  fayth  is  the  cnheritaunce  geven/  ttut  it 
myght  come  off  faveour :  and  that  the  promen  myght  bo  sure 
to  all  the  seed.  Not  to  them  only  which  are  of  the  lawe  :  but 
also  to  ihom  which  are  of  the  faytb  of  Abmham/  which  is  the 
fethcr  of  vs  all.  As  bit  is  written  :  1  have  ardcyncd  the  a 
fhthcr  to  many  nacions/  before  God  whom  thou  hasi  bcleved/ 
which  '3  quyckcneth  the  deed  and  callcth  ifaose  thyngcs  wbich 
be  not  as  though  they  were.

whom  ^we  have  awaye  in  thorow  fiuth  mlo  this  fiiTeonr 
wherin  we  stoode  and  reioyae  in  hope  of  the  'preyae  that 
sfatalbe  geven  of  God.  NeUier  do  we  so  only :  but  also  we 
reioyce  in  tribuhicioD :  For  we  know  that  txibiuaeioii  bryngeth 
Mcience/  pacience  brynaeth  'felynge/  'felynge  biyneeth 
nope,  ana  hope  ^  makeOi  ra  not  a  shamed/  be  cauM>^ihe 
love  thatgod  hath  vnto  vs/  is  dbeed  abrod  in  oure  hertea/  by 
the  holy  gost/  which  is  geven  vnto  vs.

Whenore  as  by  one  man  S3mne  entred  into  the  worlde/ 
and  deeth  by  the  meanes  off  S3mne.  And  so  deeth  went  over 
all  men/  in  somoche  that  all  men  eynned.  For  even  vnto  the 
tyme  of  the  lawe  was  synne  in  (he  worlde :  but  synne  ^^was 
not  regarded/  as  lonoe  as  there  was  no  lawe.  neverthelesse 
deeth  ra3med  from  Adam  to  Moses/  even  over  them  also  that 

raed  not/  with  lyke  transgression  as  did  Adam :  which  ^^  is 
similitude  off  hym  that  was  to  come.

*  *  that  there  maye  he  aboundaunce  cff  grace  ?  God  for- 
hid.  Howe  shall  we  that  are  deed  aa  toucnynge  S3mDe  live 
eny  lon^r  therin  ?  Remember  ye  nott  thatt  all  we  which  are 
baptysed  in  the  name  off  Christ  Jesu/  are  baptised  ^to  deye 
with  hym  ?  We  are  buryed  with  him  by  baptim  forto  deye : 
That  as  Christ  was  raysed  vp  from  deeth  by  the  glorv  of  the 
fiither :  even  soo  we  also  shulde  walke  in  a  iiewe  lyre.  For 
yff  we  be  graft  ^  in  deeth  lyke  vnto  hym :  even  soo  ^  must  we 
oe  in  the  resurreccion.  lliYS  we  must  remember/  that  oure 
olde  man  ys  crucified  wyth  hym  also/  that  the  body  of  synne 
myght  vtteriy  be  destroyed/  that  hence  forth  we  shulde  not  be 
servauntcs  off  synnc.  For  he  that  is  deed/  ys  ^  iustified  from 
83mnc. 

Wherfore  yff  we  be  deed  with  Christ,  we  beleve  that  we 
shall  live  with  hym :  remembrynge  that  Christ  once  raysed 
from  deeth/  dieth  no  more.  I>eeui  hath  no  more  power  over 
hym.  For  as  touchynee  that  he  died/  he  died  ^  as  concern- 
ynge  synne  once.  And  as  touchynge  that  he  liveth/  he  liveth 
vnto  God.  Lykewyse  ^  ymmagen  ye  also/  that  ye  are  iw^ 
as  conccmyngc  synne :  but  are  alive  vnto  God  thorow  Jesus 
Christ  oure  lorde.  Lett  nott  synne  raigne  therfore  in  youre 
mortall  bodyes/  thatt  ye  shulde  there  vnto  obey  in  the  lustes 
off  it.

whether  it  be  of  synne  vnto  dcetli/  or  of  obedience  vnto  right- 
ewesnes ?  God  be  thanked.  Ye  were  once  the  servauntes  of 
synne:  Butt  now  have  obeyd  wyth  youre  hertes  vnto  the

consent  for  a  tyme/  forto  gcve  youre  selves  to  fastynge  and 
prayer/  and  ^  aAemv^irdc  come  agayne  to  the  same  thynge/ 
lest  Satan  tempt  you  for  youre  incontinency.

Yff  there  had  bene  a  lawe  geven  which 
coolde  have  geven  lyfe :  ^^  then  no  doute  rightewesnes  shuMe 
have  come  by  the  lawe :  but  the  scripture  concluded  ail  thin^^ 
vnder  siime/  that  the  promes  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Chnst/ 
RhuMe  be  geven  vnto  them  that  belevo.  Before  that  foyth 
cam/  we  were  kept  ^^  and  shut  vppe  vnder  the  lawe/  vnto  the 
fayth  which  shulde  afterwarde  be  ^^  declared. 

Wherfore  the  lawe  was  oure  scolemaster  **vnto  the  tyme 
of  Christ/  that  we  myght  be  made  rightewes  by  ftiyth.  But 
ifter  that  faith  is  come/  nowe  are  we  no  lenger  vnder  a  scole* 
master.  For  3re  are  all  the  sonnes  of  god/  ^^  by  the  faith  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  all  ye  thatt  are  baptised/'^  have  put 
Christ  on  you.  Nowe  is  there  no  Jewe/  nether  greke :  there 
is  nether  bonde/  nether  fre  :  there  is  nether  ^  man/  nether 
kvoman :  for  all  are  one  thynge  in  Christ  JesiL  yf  ye  be 
Jhristcs/  then  are  ye  Abrahams  seede/  and  heyres  by  promes.

M.  yere  were  fynisshed.  This  is  that  fyrst  resurreocion. 
Blessed  and  holy  is  he  thatt  hath  parte  in  the  fyrst  resurreo 
cion.

/I^E VC  diligence  Reder  (I  exhorte  the)  that  thou  come  with  a 
^^  pure  roynde/  and  as  the  scripture  sayth  with  a  ayngle  eye/ 
▼nto  the  wordes  of  heahh/  and  ofeteniall  lyfe :  by  the  which 
(if  we  repent  and  beleve  them)  we  are  borne  a  newe/  created  a 
freeshe/  and  enioye  the  frutes  off  the  bloud  of  Christ.  W(iiche 
bloud  cryeth  not  for  vengeaunce  as  the  bloud  of  Abel :  but  hath 
purchased/  lyfe/  love/  faveour/  grace/  blessynge/  and  whatso* 
ever  is  promysed  in  the  scriptures/  to  them  that  beleve  and  obeye 
God :  and  stondeth  bitwene  vs  and  wrathe/  vengeaunce/  eursse/ 
and  whatsoever  the  scripture  threateneth  agaynst  the  vnbelevera 
and  disobedient/  which  resist/  and  consent  not  in  their  hertes  to 
the  lawe  of  god/  that  it  is  ryght/  wholy/  iuste/  and  ought  soo 
to  be. 

Blarfce  the  playne  and  manyfest  places  of  the  scriptures/  and 
in  doutfull  places/  se  thou  adde  no  interpretacion  contrary  to 
them:  but  (as  Paul  sayth)  let  all  be  conformable  and  agreynge 
to  the  fayth.

All  is  not  gospell  that  is  written  in  the  gospell  boke :  For  if  the 
lawe  were  a  waye/  thou  couldest  not  know  what  the  gospell 
meante.  Even  as  thou  couldest  not  se  perdon/  favour/  m»d 
grace/  ezcepte  the  lawe  rebuked  the/  and  declared  vnto  the 
thy  sinne/  mysdede/  and  treaspase. 

Repent  and  beleve  the  gospell  as  sayth  Christ  in  the  (yrst  of 
Marke.  Applye  all  waye  the  lawe  to  thy  dedes/  whether  thou 
find  lu8te  in  the  bottom  of  thy ne  herte  to  the  lawe  warde :  and 
BOO  shalt  thou  no  dout  repent/  and  feale  in  the  silfe  a  certayne 
sorowe/  payne/  and  grefe  to  thyne  herte :  be  cause  thou  canst 
nott  with  full  Iuste  do  the  dedes  off  the  lawe.  Apply  the  gos- 
pell/ that  is  to  saye  the  promyses/  vnto  the  deservynge  off  Christ/ 
and  to  the  mercye  of  god  and  his  trouth/  and  so  shalt  thou  nott 
dflspeare :  butt  shalt  feale  god  as  a  kynde  and  a  mercifull  father.

Them  that  are  learned  Christenly/  I  beseche :  for  as  roocbe  as 

J  am  sure/  and  my  conscience  beareth  me  recorde/  that  of  a  pure 

entent/  singilly  and  faythfully  I  have  interpreted  itt/  as  farrb 

forth  as  god  gave  me  the  gyAe  of  knowledge/  and  vnderstond- 

ynge :  that  the  rudnes  off  the  worfce  no  we  at  the  fyrst  tyme/ 

offende  them  not :  but  that  they  consyder  howe  that  I  had  no 

man  4o  counterfet/  nether  was  holpe  with  englysshe  of  eny  that 

had  interpreted  the  same/  or  soche  lyke  thinge  in  the  scripture 

before  tyme.

And  will  endever 

ourestelves/  as  it  were  to  sethe  it  better/  and  to  make  it  more 

apte  for  the  weake  stomakes :  desyrynge  them  that  are  learned' 

and  able/  to  remember  their  duetie/  and  to  helpe  there  vnto :

those  gyfles  whych  they  have  receaved 

of  god   for  the  same  purpose.
